i, perience advances belt, in obfer- 
ving of people, whole inftitutions 
much differ from ours ; for cuftomes conformable to 
ourowne, or to fuch wherewith we arc already ac- 
quainted, doe but repeat our old obfervations, with 
littleacquift of new. Somy former time fpent in 
viewing [taly, France, and fome little of Spaine, being 
countries of Chriftian inftirution, did but reprefent in 
a feverall dreffe,the effect of what I knew before. 
Then feeing the cuftomes of men are much {way- 
ed by their naturall difpofitions, w hich are originally 
infpired and compofed by the Climate whofe ayre, 
and influence they receive , It feemies naturall, thac 
A 2 to 
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to our North-Wefé partsof the Werld, no people 


fhould be more averfe, and ftrange of behaviour, 
then thofe of the South Ea? - Moreover, thofe parts 
being now poffeft by the Turkes , who are the only 
moderne people, great inaction, and whofe Empire 
hath fo fuddenly invaded the World, and fixt it {elfe 
{uch firme foundations as no other ever did ; I was 
of opinion , that he who would behold thefe times 
in their greateft glory, could not finde a better Scene 
then Turky: thefe confiderations fent me thither s 
where my generall purpofe gave'me foure particulay 
cares : -Firft, to-obferve the Religion, Manners, and 
Policie of the Turkes , not perfeétly , (which were a 

taske for an inhabicanc rather then a paflenger,)but fo 
farre forth, as might fatisfie this {cruple, (to wit) 
whether to an unpartiall conceit, the Tarki/h way ap- 
peare abfolutely barbarous, as we are given to under- 
ftand, or rather an other kinde of civilitie, different 
from ours, but ne leffe pretending: Secondly, in 

fome meafure, to acquaint my felfe with thof other 
feats which live under the Tarkes, as Greekes, Armeni- 

ans,Freinks, and Zinganaes, but elpecially the lewes.. 

a race from all others {o averfe both in nature and in. 
ftitution, as glorying to fingle it felfe out of the reft 

of mankinde, remaines obftinate, contemptible, and 

famous: Thirdly, to fee the Tuvki/h Army, then go- 
ing again{t Poland, and therein to note, whether their 

difcipline -Wlitary encline to ours, or elfe be ofa 
new mould, though not without fome touch, from 
the countries they have fubdued ; and whether it be 

of a frame apt to confront the Chriftians , or not: 
The laft and choice piece of my intent , wasto view 
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Gran Cairo, andthat fortwo caufes; firft, it being 
clearely the greateft concourfe of Mankinde in thefe 
times, and perhaps that ever was; there muft-needs 
be fome proportionable {pirit in the Government: 
for fuch vatte multitudes, and thofe of wits fo deeply 
malicious, would foone breed confufion,famine, and 
utter defolation , if in the T#rk:/h domination there 
were nothing but fottith fenfualitie , as moft Christi- 
aws conceive: Laftly , becaufe Egypt is held to have 
beene the fountaine of all Science, and C4rts civil, 
therefore I did hope to finde fome fpatke of thofe 
cinders not yet put out ; or cl{e in the extreme con- 
trarietic, I fhould reccive an impreffion as important, 
from the cular view of fo great a revolution; for 
above all orher-fenfes, the eye having the moft im- 
mediate, and quicke commerce with the foule, gives 
itamore {mart touch then the reft, leaving in the 
faacy fomewhat unutterable ; fo that an eye witnefle 
of things conceives them with an sm*agination more 
compleat, ftrong , and intuitive, then he can cher 
apprehend,or deliver by way of relation ; for relati- 
ons arenot only in great part falfe, out of the relaters 
mif-information, vanitie , or intereft; but which is 
unavoidable, their choice, and frame agrees more na- 
turally with his judgemeot,whofe iflue they are, then 
with his readers ; fo.as the reader is like one feafted: 
with difhes fitter for another mans {tomacke, then his 
owne: buratraveller takes. with his.eye , and eare, 
only fuch occwrrencies into obfervation , as his owne 
apprehenfion affeas, and through that /ympathy, caw 
digeft them: into an experience more naturall for 
himfelfe, then he could have done the notes of ano» 
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with a booke knowledge thereof, but rather(through 
all the hazard and endurance of travell,) receive it 
from mine owne eye not dazled with any affection, 
prejudicacy, or mift of education, which preoccupate 
the minde, and delude it with partiall zdeas, as with 
a falfe glafle, reprefenting the odjec# incolours, and 
proportions untrue: for the juft cenfure of things is 
to be drawn from their end whereto they are aymed, 
without requiring them to ourcuftomes , and ordi- 
nances, orother impertinent refpeéts, which they 
acknowledge not for their touch-ftone: wherefore 
hee who pafles through the feverall educations of 
men, muft not try them by his owne, but weyning 
his mind from all former habice of opinion, thould 
asit were putting off che old man, come frefh and 
fincere to confider them: This preparation was the 
caufe, why the fuperftition, policie, entertainments, 
diet,lodging, and other manners of the Turkes, never 
provoked me {o-farre, as ufually they doe thofe who 
catechize the world bytheir ownehome ; and this 
alfo barres thefe obfervations from appearing be- 
yond my owae clofet,for to a minde pofléft with any 
fetdoG@rine, their unconformitic muft needs make 
them feeme unfound , and extravagant, nor can they 
comply to arule, by which they were not made. 
Nevertheleffe confidering that experience forgotten 
is as if itnever had beene, and knowing how much I 
ventured for it, as little as icis , I could not but e- 
fleeme it worth retaining in my owne memory, 
though wot transferring to others: hereupon Ihave 
in 
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in thefe lines regiftred to my felfe, whatfoever molt 
tooke me in my journey from Venice into Turky. 

Firft, lagreed with a Janizary at Venice, to find me 
Dyet, Horfe, Coach, Paffage, and all other ufuall 
charges, as farreas Constantinople: ‘Then upon the 
feventh of cMay, 1634. Iembarq’d on a Penetian 
Gally with a Caravan of Turkes , and Iewes bound for 
the Levant, not having any Chriffias with them be- 
fides my felfe: this occafton was right to my pur- 
pofe; for the familiaritie of bed, board, and patlage 
together; is more opportune to difclofe the cuftomes 
of men, then a much longer habitation in Cities, 
where {ocietie is not fo linkt, and behaviour more 
perfonate, then in travell, whofe common fufferings 
endeare men, layingthem open, and obnoxious to 
one another: The not having any other Chriffzan 
in the Caravan gave mee two netable advantages: 
Firft , that no other mans errors could draw either 
hatred , or engagement upon me; thenI hada frec- 
deme of complying upon occafion of queftions by 
them made ; whereby I became all things to all men, 
which let me into the breafts of many. 

The Gally lying that day, and night in Port at £7, 
fet Sayle the next morne,and in 24.houres, arrived at 
Rovinioa Venetian Citic inIfria : it ftands in acrecke 
of the Adriatiqne,upon a hill promontory which hath 
two thirds wathed by the Sea.the Seath-Fa/f fide joy- 
ned tothe Continent; the foyle rocky, and barren,as 
all that fide along the Gw/fe ; itis an hundred miles | 
from Venice , and therefore being fo farre within the . 
Gwif,is not fortified as againft much danger, yet hath 
ita pretty wall, and fortrefle with a fmall Garrifon: 
from 
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A Voyage into th 
fromthence we came to Zara: this Citic ftands in 
Dalmatia, andof all others within the Gulf,is by rea- 
fon of the {cituation,moft apt to command the whole 
Adriatique,and therefore has formerly beene attemp- 
ted by the Turke; wherefore the Venetians have tor- 
tifyed it extraordinarily , and now though in times 
of firme peace, keepe it with {trong companies both 
of Horfe,and Foot: The Geseral of the Horfe came 
in another Gally with us, he was firft welcomed with 
a volicy of great,and {mall fhot from the walles; then 
by three Nobles therein feverall Offices commane 
ding, he was accompanyed tothe Townehail, where 
his briefe Patent once read,he had the Scaffe,and Pre- 
cedency of his predeceffour: after a dayes view of this 
place, we Sayled to Spalatroa City of Selavonia, kept 
by the Yesetians as their onely Emporium plyed fuc- 
ceffively with two Gales, which carry betweene e- 
nice, and that place, fuch merchandize as are tran{- 
ported into Turky,or from thence brought in: it ftands 
in amoft pleafant valley on the Sowth-fide of great 
mountaines: in the wall toward the Sea, appeares a 
great remainder of a gallery in Déoclefian his Palace; 
Southward of the towne is the Sea which makes an 
open Port capable of ten, or twelue Galyes; without 
is an unfecure Bay for great Ships, at the entrance a- 
bove halfeamile broad; yet not fo renowned for the 
skill of Oc¢avins, who chained itup, when he befie- 
ged Salena,as for the fierce refolution of Vulteius, and 
his company there taken: in this Towne the Venets- 
ans allow the great Turke to take cuftome of the Mer- 
chandize » whereupon there refides his Emir or Trea- 
furer who payes him thirtie five thonfand Dolars a 
yeare 
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ycare,as himtelfe,andorchers told me :there are high 


valles, and {trong companyes to guard this City : 
yet I heard their chiefe fafety tobe in, having fo un- 
ulefull, and fmallan Haves, wherefore the Turke e- 
fteemes Spalatro in effe@, butas aland towne, nor fo 
much worthas his prefent cuftome, and {fo covets it 
not like Sara,for if he did, he has aterribleadvantage 
uponit, having taken from the Venetians Cly/fz, not 
above fower miles off; which is the ftrongeft land 
fortrefle that I ever beheld. 

At Spalatro having ftayd three dayes, our Caravans 
was furnifhed with horfes; the firft journey webegan 
about Sunfet our lodging two miles of we pitch d up- 
on alittlehill, growne over with Jumper, once the 
feat of Salone a city famous; for their bravery againft 
Octavius ; thereis notnow fo muchas aruine left, 
excepting a poore piece of Dioclefians aqueduct 
Hence wee pafled the Hilles of Dogliaua far higher 
thea the A/pes,and fo fteep,as in our defcent for three 
dayes together , it wasa ereat precipice, then that 
halfe day his comming downe from Mount Cena, in- 
to Piemont ; having for the moft part, rede thus nine 
dayes, wee'came into afpacious,and frutefull playne, 
which at the wef, where wee entred, at leaft ten 
miles over,is onthe North, and South fides immured 
with ridges ofeafy, and pleafanthilles, ftill by de- 
grees, {treightning the playne, till after fix or feven 
miles ‘riding ,. it erowes not above a mile broade = 
there found wee the City Sarath, which extendes 

from the onefide, tothe other, and takes up part of 

both Afcents ; ‘at the £4/? end ftandes a caftle upona 

fteeperocke commanding the :-Towme , and paflage 
B Eaftwara: 
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Eaft-ward: This isthe Metropolis of the kingdome of 
Bofnah : itis but meanely buulc, and not great, rec- 
koning about fourefcore Meféhectoes » and twentic 
thoufand houfes. 

In my three dayes aboade, the moft notable things 

I found, was the goodnefle of the water, and vaite, 
almoft gyant. Like ftature of the men, which with their 
bordring upon Germany, made me fuppofe them to 

be the off-{pring of thofe old Germans noted by Ca- 
far,and Tacitus for their huge fize,whichin other pla- 

ces, is now degenerate into the ordinary proportions 
of men: Hence at our departure, we went along 
with the Bafhaw of Bofnah his troopes going for the 
warre of Poland , they were of Horfe; and foot be- 
tweene fixe or {even thoufand , bur went {catering : 
the Ba/haw not yet in perfon, and the taking leave of 








their friends, Spirited many with drinke, difcon- | 


tent, and infolency ; which made them fitter compa- 

ny forthe Divell, thenfor a Chrifiian : my felfeaf- 

ter many launces, and knives threatned upon me, was 

invaded by a drunken Janizary, whole iron Mace 
entangled in his other furniture gave me time to flee 
among the Rocks,whereby I efcap'd untoucht: Thus 
marcht weten dayes through ahilly country, cold, 
netiohabited , and in amanner a continued Wood, 
moft of Five trees: at length we reached Vallioval, 
a pretty little Towne upon the confines of Hungary, 


where the Campe ftaying fome dayes , we leferhem | 


behind, and being to paffea Wood neere the Cért- 


ian countrey , doubting it to be (as confines are )} 
full of Thieves, we divided our Caravan of fix{core: 
Horfe in two parts; “halfe with the Perfons , and! 
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Goods of left efteeme, we fent a day before the reft, 
that fo the thieves having a bootie, might be gone 
before we came ; which hapned accordingly ;_ they 
were robbed one thiefe,'and two of ours. flaine,; 
fome hundred dollars worth of goods loft : The next 
day we pafled , and found fixteene thieves, ina nar- 
row paflage, before whom , we fetagood guard of 
Harquebuze, and Piffols,ull the weaker fort paffed by : 
io in three dayes, we came fafe to Belgrada. 

This Citie anciently called Tawrunum, or Alba 
Greca was the Wetropolis of Hungary till wonne by 
Sultan Solyman the {econd,in the yeare 1525. it is one 
of the moft pleafant, ftately, and commodious {ci- 
tuations that I have feene: it {tands moft in a bot- 
tome encompafied Eait-ward, by gentle and pleafant 
afcents,employed in Orchards, or Vines South-ward 
is an eafie hill, part poffeft with buildings, the reft a 


_ burying place of well-nigh three miles in compafle, 


fo full of graves as one canbe by another: the West 
End yeilds aright magnificent afpec@, by reafon of 
aneminency of land jetting out further then the reft, 
and bearing a goodly ftrong Ca/tle whofes walles are 
two miles about, excellently fortified with a dry 
ditch , and.out-works: this Ca/f/e on the Welt fide 
is wathed , by thegreat River Sava ,. which, on the 
North of the Citie, loofes it felfe in the Dannbius, of 
Oldcalled Z/ter now Duny, and is held the greateft 
River in the world , deepeand dangerous for Navi- 
gation, -runnes Eaft. ward, intothe Evxine or blacke 
Sea, inits paflage receiving fiftie and odde Rivers, 
moft of them navigable : two rarities I was told of 
this river, and with: my owne experience, found true: 
2 one 
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one was thar at mid-day, ane mid-nightr, the ftreame 
runnes flower by much then at other times;this they 
finde by thenoyfe of thofe Boat-milles, whereof 
chere are about twentie, “like thofe ppon the Rhoane at 
Lyons: theit clakkers beate much flower., at thofe 
times thenelfe, whichargues like difference in the 
motion of the wheele , and by confequence of the 
fiveame ; ‘the canfecis neither any réfluxe, nor {top of 
current by wiad ot otherwife, for there isno encreafe 
of water obferved: The other wonder is that where 
chofetwe great’ currents mecte;: their waters mingle 
no Horethen water,atid oyle 5. not thareither floats 
above other, but joyne unmixed, fo chat neete the 
middle of the river, I have gone ina Boat,and tafted 
of the Danmby as cleare, and pure as 4 well, then put- 
tine my hand not an inch further, I have taken of the 
Sava as troubled as a ftreete channell,tafting the gra- 
vellin my teeth ; yet didit not taft unctious, as 1 ex- 
pected, but hath fome other fecret ground of the a7- 
tipathy which though not eafily found out, is very ef- 
fe@uall; for they run thus threefcore miles together, 
and for a dayes journey, I have beenean eye witnefle 
thereof,

about foure foot a funder ; each became was fhuck fre- 
buent with great fleth-hockes, the perfon condem- 
ned was naked let fall amongft thofe hookes, which 
gavehim a quicke, or lafting mifery,as he chanc’d to 
light: then at the bottome,. the river is let in by 
grates, whereby all putrifaction was watht away : 
Within this great Cafle, isanother little one, with 
works of itsowne; [had like to have mifcarried, 
with approaching the estrasce, butthe rude noife, 
and 'worfe lookes of the Guard, gaveme a timely ap. 
prehenfion with fudden paflage , and humiliation to 
{wecten them,and get off: for as L after learnt, there 
is kept great part of the Graz Signior his treafure, to: 
be ready when he warres.on that fide the Empires it 
is death for any Turke, or Chriftian to enter ; and the 
Captaimeis never to goe forth without particular: li- 
cence from the Ewspereuy- Here the Bajha of Teme- 
fuar joyning the people of Buda, and his owne, with: 
thofe of Belgrade, and Bofrah,they were held incam- 
ped on the Sosth-fide of the Towne, yet nor fo fe- 
verely, but the Spahyes, Lamizaries,and Venturiers,had 
leave togo before to the generall Rendivouz, as they 
pieafed, though moft of them ftayed toattend the 
Balhaes ; they thereexpected CAfurath Balha. he five 
Gayes after our atrivall,; camein with few Foot, but 
foure thoufand Horfe, ofthe Spahy Timariots 5 fuch 
brave Horfes; aud Men fo.dextrous inthe ufe of the 
Lance Thad nor feene: then was made. publique 
Proclamation tohang all fuch Janizaries; as thould: 
be'found behihd thefe Forces: with: them the next 
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aay we fet forward for Sophya,which in twelve dayes. 
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wereacht; The Bafbaes did not goe all in company, 
but fetting forthabout anhoure, one after another, 
drew out their troopes in length, without confutton 5 
not in much exaét order of File and Ranké’, as neere 
no enemy: in thisand our formes ! arch,I much ad- 
mired , that we hada Caravav loaded with Clothes, 
Silkes, Tiffues, and other rich commodities , were fo 
fafe, not only inthe maine Army , ‘but in ftragling 
troopes, amongft whom we often wandred by rea- 
fon of recovering the Iewes Sabbath ; but I found the 
caufeto be the crueltie of Ju/lice, for thieves upon: 
the way are empaled without delay , or mercy 5 and 
there was a Sasiacke with two hundred Horfe, who 
did nothing but coaft up , and downe the countrey, 
and every man who could not give a faire account of 
his being where he found him , was prefently ftrang- 
led, though not knowne to have offended : for their 
juftice although not fo rafh as we fuppofe, yet will 
rather cut off two éamocent men, then let one offender 
efcape; for inthe execution of an.innocent, they 
thinke if hee be held guilrie , the example works as 
well as if he were guiltie indeed ; and. where a con- 
fant deniall makes the fac? doubted, in that executi- 
on,the refentment fo violent terrifies the more; there- 
fore to prevent diforders fometimes, in the. begin- 
nings of warte,colourable puniflhments are ufed, where 
ju/# ones want: this fpeedy and remorceleffe feveri- 
tie makes that when their great Armies lye about any 
Towne, or pajje, no man is endamaged ; or troubled 
to fecure his goods; in which refpect , it pretends 
more effect upon a bad age then our Chriffiian compal~ 
fion, whichis fo eafily abufed, as we cannot raife 
two, 
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two, or three Companies of Souldiers, but they pil. 
fer, andrifle wherefoever they paffe: wherein the 
want of crueltie upon delinquents caufes much more 
oppreffion of the Iamocent, which is the greateft cru- 
eltic of all: yet without their Army, there want not 
fcandals; forin the way, we pafled by a Palanga, 
which is a Village fortified with mud walles againft 
Thieves; where we founda fimall Caravan to have 
beene aflaulted the day before, and divers remaining 
fore wounded - for through allTwrky, efpecially in 
places defert there are many CMowntainers, or Oute 
lawes, like the wild Jri/h, who live upon fpoyle, and 
are not held members of the State, but enemies, and 
uled accordingly : In all our march, though I could 
not perceive much 4i/cipline as not neere an adverfe 
partie; yet I wondred to fee fuch a multitude fo 
cleare of confufion, violence, want, fickneffe, or any o- 
ther diforder ; and though we were almoft three- 
{core thoufand, and fomerimes found not a towne in 
7- Or 8. dayes; yet was there fiuch plentie of good 
Buket, Rice, and Mutton, as wherefoever I pafled up, 
and downe to view the Spahyes , and others in their 
tents, they would often make me fit, and eate with 
them very plentifull,and well : The feverall Covrts of 
the Bafhaes vvere {erved ‘in great ftate; each of them 
having three or fourefcore Camels, befides fixe or 
deven fcore Carts, to carry the Baggage : and vvhen 
the Bafba himfelfe tooke Horfe, hee had five or fixe 
Coaches, covered vvith Cloth of Gold, or rich tapeftry, 
tocarry his vvives ; fome had vvith them ¢welve or 


fixteene; the leatt tes, vvho vvhen they entred the 


Coach, there vvere men fet on each fide, holding up a 
r rovve 
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the people, although they were after the 7: wer kilb 
manner muffled that nothing but the eye could ap- 
peare:befide thefe wives,cach Bafba hath as many,or 
likely more Catamites, which are their ferious loves ; 
for their Wives are uled (asthe Turkes themfelves 
told me.) but to drefle their meat, to Laundreffe,and 
for reputation; The Boyes likely of twelue,or four- 
teene yeares old, fome of them not abovenine, Or 
ren, areufually clad in/ elvet, or Scarlet, with guilt 
Scymitars,and bravely mounted, with (umptuous fur- 
niture , toeachof them a Souldier appointed , whe 
walkes by his bridle, for his fafetie - when they are 
all in order, there is excellent Sherbets given to any 
who will drinke; then the Ba/hatakes Horfe, before 
whom ridea doozen, or more, whowith ugly 
Drums, brafle Dithes,and wind inftruments,noile-a- 
Tong moft part of the Tourney : beforeall, there 
goe Officers, who pitch his Tent,where he hall dine 
or lodge: when meate is ferved sup, efpecially at 
night,all the people give three great Shoutes.: Thefe 
are the chiefe ceremonies I remember. 

That which fecured, and emboldned my enquiry, 
and paflage thefe twelue dayes March ,. was.an acci- 
dentthe firft night ; which wasthus:the Campe being 
pitch’d on the Shoare of Danubius T-went, (but tir 
moroufly ) to view the Setvice about Murath Bafhaes 
Court, where one ofhis favorite Boyes efpying mee 
to be a Stranger, gave meca Cup of Sherbet; Tin 
thanks, and tomake friends in Court, prefented him 
with a Pocket Looking Glaffe , ina little Ivory Cafe, 


witha Combe; fuchas arefold at Weftminfter-hall for 
| foure 


“rowe of tapefiry, to cover them from being feene by 
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foure or five fhillings a piece: The youth much ta- 


ken therewith, ran, and fhewed it to the Ba/haw, who 
prefently fent for me , and making me fit, and drinke 


Canphe in his prefence, called for one that {pake Ita- 


ian; thendemanding ef my condstion, purpofe, coun- 
trey , and many other particulars, it was my fortune 
to hit his humour forright , as atlaft, he asked if my 
Law did permit meto ferve under them going again{t 
the Polacke who is a Chriftian .; promifing with his 
hand upon his breaft, that if I would, I fhould be 
inrolled.ef his Companies, furnifhed with a good 
Horfe , and of other neceflaries be provided with the 
reft of his Houfhold; I humbly thanked ‘him , for 
his favour, and told him that to an Engli[hman it 
was lawfull to ferve under any who were in League 
with our Kémg, and that our Kimg had not only a 
League with the Grav Signior, but continually held 
an EmbafSadour at his Court, efteeming him the grea- 
telt Monarch inthe World: fothat my Service there, 
efpecially if I behaved my felfe not unworthy of my 
Nation, wouldbe exceedingly well received in Zag. 
land. and the Polacke , though in namea Chyiftiaa, 
yet of a Sec#, which for Idolatry , and many other 
points, we much abhorreds wherefore the Exgl/h 
hadof late, helpt the Ms/covite: againft him, and 
would be forwarder under the Tarkes, whom we not 
only honored for their glorious actions in the world; 
but alfo loved, for the kinde Commerce of Trade 
which we finde amongft them: But as for my pre- 
{ent engagement to the warre, with much forrow, I 
acknowledged my incapacitie, by reafon I wanted 
language;which would not only render me uncapable 
C of 
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Commands,and {o unferviceable, but alfo endanger me 
in tumults where I appearing a Stranger,and not able 
toexprefle my affection, might be miftaken, and ufed 
accordingly; wherefore I humbly entreated his 
Highnefle leave to follow my poore affaires, with 
an eternall oblige to Blazon this honourable favour 
wherefoever I came: -He forthwith bade me doe as 
liked me beft ; wherewith I tooke my leave, but had 
much confidence in his favour, and went often to ob- 
ferve his Court. In this journey we pafled through a 
pretty little towne, called Niffe,; where we ftayed 
while the Zewes kept their Sabbaoth: here a little be- 
fore night, Wine having pofleft a /anizary.,.and one 
other Tarke , whorode in my Coach, they fell out 
with two countrey fellowes, and by violence tooke 
an Axefrom one of them, notrorob him, but for 
prefent ufe thereof, which being done, I gave him 
his Axe againe , as not willing in that place, to have 
fe muchas the beholders part in a quarrell: Thefe 
fellowes doge’d us : the /anizary they miffed , but at 
mid-night came to our Coach where we flept, and 
opened the cover; whereat I fpeaking in Italian , 
they knew me; wherefore leaving mee, they drew 
the Tarke by necke, and fhoulders, and gave him twe 
blowes with Scymitars, one over the arme , the other 
upon the head , infuch fortas we left him behind in 
great danger of death: they fled, 1 was found there 
all bloudy , and fo taken, had furely the next day 
beene executed, but that within leffe then halfe an 
houre, the hurt perfon comming to his fenfes, cleared 
me, telling how it camejand by whom. 
Thus in twelue dayes, we came to Sophys, the 
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chiefe Citie (after the Tarki/h divifion) of Bulgary, 


but according to the other Geography , it ftands in 
(Macedonia, upon the confines of The/faly ; nor hath 
it yet loft the old Grecian civility, for of all the Cities 
I ever pafled either in Chriffendome, or without, I ne- 
ver {aw any where a ftranger is leffe troubled either 
with affronts,or gaping : it ftands almoft in the midft 
of along, and fruitfull valley ; onthe North. fide a- 
bout foure miles diftant , runnesa ridge of low hils ; 
Seuth-ware three miles of ftands an high, and fteepe 
mountaine, where Snow appeares all the yeare: the 
Tewes and Christians have here the doores of their 
houfes little above three foot high , which they told 
me was, that, the Zarkes might not bring -in-their 
Horfes, who elfe would uferhem for Stables in their 
travell; whichI noted for.a figne of greater flavery 
then in other places. 

Fere is the Seat of the Beglerbeg or Viceroy of all 
Greece, by the Turkes called Rumely ; with many 
brave Me/cheetoes,e{pecially thé. great one in the mid- 
dle of the Towne, and another on the Seuth-fide, with 
a magnificent Colledge : it hath many ftately Hazes 
or Kirevanferahes, and exquifite Bathes, the principall 
hath a hot Fountaine: Here the bufinefle of our Ca- 
ravan ended , nor had my Janizary much defire to 
take any of new; for he naturally having more of 
the Merchant inhim, then of the Soa/dier, would not 
goe further for feare of being forced tothe warres 
wherefore hesftayed twentie dayes at Sophya, tillthe 
Campe was removed , and the Grana Signior returned 
to Constantinople, Thus I neither { w the Emperaurs 


Perfon , nor the maine body of the C4rmy ; only. 
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herein was my fucceffe fhort: as foone as the Janiza- 
ry thought the coaft cleare, we went foure Coaches. in 

three dayes to Potarzeeke: the paflage is famous for 

Antiquities ; fixteene, or eightcene iniles Ea/t-ward 
of Sophya, we paft over the Hill Rhodope where Orphea 

ws lammenred his Ewridice it hath divers inequalities 
of ground, none very fteepe , all covered with Low 
Woods , now watched withdivers , who by reafor 
of the frequent robberies there committed, doe by 
little Drams, give the inhabitants warning of all fuf- 
picious paffengers: inthe loweft of thofe defeents. 
runnes alittle Brooke, of which I conjectured, and a 
learned Jew, (to whom I owe moft of my intormati- 
on), confirmed, that the old Peers had made the Ri- 
ver Strymon, where the difconfolate Orpheus was 
torne in pieces by the Thracian Dames , for that place 
hath ever beene uncertainly reckoned , to Macedonia, 
Thrace, and The fsaly. 

At laft wecame to.an high , and large mountaine, 
of a dayes journey over; the Jew held it tobe the 
Thermopyle; a place as ftoutly contefted for of old, 
as now the PValtoline with us; herewith he told me 
that Eaiterme cuftome of wearing Twrbants came 
from thence ; andthat how once the Barbarows peo- 
ple having the Grecias Army at a great advantage, 
there was no other remedy, but that fome few 
fhould make good that narrow paflage, while the 
maine of the Army might efcape away; there were 
brave Spirits who undertooke it ; and knowing they 
went to an unevitable death, they had care of no- 
thing but Sepulture , which of old was much regar- 
ded; wherefore each of them ‘carryed his _—- 
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{heere wrapt about his head , and then with lofle of 
their owne lives faved their fellowes : whereupon for 
an honourable memoriallof that exploit, the Levas- 
tines ufed to wrap white linnen about their beads , and 
the fa/bion fo derived upon the 7: wrke. 

This may be the Story of Leomidas with his three 
hundred Spartanes, but corrupted by time, and tradi- 
tion: when I had confidered the paflage , it feemed 
capable of his relation ; and this might well be the 
Thermopylae, ME they were fo neere the Philippick 
Fields ; for befide his confeffion; the tradition of 
diversthere inhabiting , and allconcordance of Sto- 
ries aflure us, that the Champaigne betweene this 
eAountaine and Philippopols , of above fortic or fifty 
miles long,was from that Citie built by PAé/p,called 
Campi Philippici, famous for the Roman civill warres, 
there decided in two Battels ; the firft betweene Cafar, 
and Pompey; The other betweene Augustus and 
Marke Antony,againtt Brutus and Caffiws : the Plaine, 
but thatit isa Valley, much refembles our Downes 
of Marleborough , where the Saxows asit 1s thought 
hada great Bartell: for juft in that manner, there yet 
remained the heapes were the {laine were buried, and 
good part of the Trenches : the two Battels were 
fought fixteene or eighteene miles afunder, as ap- 
peares by the Sepulchers., and the Trenches , Cafars 
was next the Hill; the other neerer Philippopolis : 
which for want of other authoritic, I conjectured. 
thus; Firft, in Cefars Battell there dyed but fifteene 
thoufand, two hundred ; in the other almoft twice 
as many ; this proportion is made good in the heaps,, 
thofe toward Philippopol: being greater, and, much 
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more in number then the other: then Ce/ar Writes 
that after Pompey, and the maine of his Army was 
fled, a refidue not yet difperft retired toa hill fixe 
miles of, which had a River runne under it; This 
{quares right witha hillon the Sesth-fide of Potar- 
zecke, a lirtle Towne betweene the two Campes, and 
where my two dayes abode, gave me leafure to reade 
Cefar his Commentary thereon , which on purpofe 
Icarryed to conferre upon the Place, forthe better 
impreffion: This Potarzecke had it not beene re- 
markeable forthe place, was not worth mention ; 
for it is but a {mall Towne reckoning not above foure 
thoufand houfes, but is very pleafant wich hilles, and 
a River South-ward. 

Hence we paffed Eait-ward, through the reft of - 
the Plaine along the Monuments of Brats , and Caf- 
fius his defeature: the Tumuli are many, fome great, 
fome fmall, more or lefle clofe together, as the 
flaughter hapned, and reach at leaft eight or nine 
miles in length, extending as it feemes the flight did, 
towards Philippopalis, now in Tarkifh called Péilivee, 
where in two dayes we arrived. 

A little before the cétie, onthe North-fide , wee 
{aw the Gran Signior his Stable of Camels , where is 
Place, and Order for five thoufand Camels, which car- 
ry his provifion when he Wartres on this fide his Em- 
pire, and then the generall Rendivoux ules to be in 
thefe Philippick Fields , now termed the Plaine of Pe- 
tarzecké, through which alfo runnes the River Ma- 
riffa, infome places called Hebru,thallow but very 
broad: over this River at the North entry of PAy- 
libee,is a vatte Woodden Bridge, more then a quarter 
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ofa mile long ; Through the middeft of this Citie, 
from North to South, runnesa ridge of rocky hilles, 
partly taken up with buildings ; “the reft with Se- 
pultures , among which I found a little Greeke Chap- 
pell, built in the old Gentili{me ; asa Greeke told me, 

and it appeares alfo by the round forme, with equal 
divifion of A/tars ; there remaines nothing remark- 
able: After five dayes {tay , we went foure dayes 
journey through many pretty Townes of Thrace, till 
we came to the chiefe Citie thereof, and one of the 
principal llinall Turky : Thisis Andringple i in Turkifh 
Heidrianee, Of Hadrian, who repaired it: originally 
it was ftyled Oreste from its Founder; for as the 
Greekes there pretend , it was built by Ore/fes Sonne 

to Agamemnon: Vntillthe conquelt of Cox/fantino- 

ple, it was the Turkes Emperiall Seat: North-Eaft 

North, and North-Weft , lye certaine Low and eafte 

hilles, amongft which glides the little River Tazy, 

from the North- fide, of the Citie to the Weft, where 

meeting a branch of the Mariffa,. it pafles a mile or 

more South-Eaft, where joyning with the other 

branch , it runs ftately through the adjoyning Plaine, 

on which Zerxes firft Muftered his vafte Army,when 

he had pafled the Helle/pont. 

This Citic among divets other names, hath beene 
called Trimontium, becaute it ftands upon threelittle 
hilles, or rather one low Hull, with three eminencies.; 

the middeft is the highett, and largeft, upon the top 
whereof, as the crowne, and elory. of the other buil- 
dings, ft andsa ftately Me[cheeto built by-Saltan se- 
tyman the Second, with foure high, and curious 
Spyes, at each corner one, as the manner of Turky is. 
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e Church like our Steeples, but from the 
Grounds each of them hath three rounds on the out 
fide , for the Prie#s walke, and at the top a great 
Globe, and halfe-moone of Gold: The Body of the 
cMeskeete like thofe of Conffantinople ( though farre 
more curious ) is at the bottome quadrangular , ha- 
the two uppermott 
{o contracted, as that divifion which quarters the 
two lowelt into foure angles apiece, cafts each of 
them into eight; at either amg/e of the upper ftory is 
a great round Pyramide - they fupport the reofe, in 
forme round,and eminent,all covered with Lead; up- 
on the top whereof is fet a gloke of Gold, whereon 
ftand agolden pillar , and an balfe-moene : at the bot- 
rome. of this building are made ten conduits with 
Cocks, on the North-fide, and as many on the South, 
for people to wath before Divine-Service; to which 
ufealfo on the We/t-fide, in the Church-yardare thitty, 
or fortie Cocks under a fountaine fo (umptuous , as €x- 
cepting one at Palermo, I have not feene a better in 
Chriftendeme, on the Eaft-fiae are the chiefe Priefts 
lodgings, and garden; round the Church-yard are 
Cloyfters , Bathes, a Colledge with lodging for Priefts, 
and other neceflary Offices» all covered with large 
round Twanells of Lead: This edifice is notgreat, but 
of ftru@ture fo neate, and that fo advantaged by [citn- 
ation, asrenders itnot only ftately, and magnificent, 
but with fuch a delicacy as I have not feene in any O- 
ther place,no not in Jtaly - 


is another brave one with foure Spyzes , built by Sul- 
tan Selym,and many other of two a piece, with faire 
Colledzes, Choyfters, and Bathes, 
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erie : of any one Citie in Chriffendome , for q ualitie, 
t! i innumber: it hath alfomat 1y faive Hanes, 
covered in like manner ; fo likewife are their 2¢- 
fefteims, or Exchanges, whereof it hath foure or five, 
fome not muchinferiour to ours in London, efpeci- 
ally one, which I gueffed halfe aimile in length, and

Bay, you may difcerne a 
round Hill, upon which remaine fome ruines of the 
old Citie Heraclea: Here we ftayed two dayes, then 
with fome diverfion, in three more, we reacht Con- 
frantinople: Thus had we made from Spalatro fiftie 
two dayes journey , and as many ‘in feverall abodes:s 
ever lodging upon the ground , forthe moft part, in 
open Fields; and paffing by land fifteeme hundreth 
miles Exglifh; not in the dire& way , forthat ‘had 
beene fhorter, buras led by the bufinefle of. the Zewes, 
who were Patrons of the Caravan > Constantinople 
by theZurkes.called Stambole, (which as they told 
me fignifies faith, and plentie) hath am uncertaine 
Originall: is famous for’ its. ruine under the Empe- 
rour Severus, and its reparation by Conftantine : O- 
ther times it hath beenefackt, but finally 47. 1453. 
loft by another Con/tantine , as the former fonne to 
another Hellex : inthis loffe it may be faid to gaine ; 
for it is finceat an higher glory, chen it had before, 
being made Head of a farre greater Emspire > of old 
it was ever baited, by the Tracians on the one fide, 
and Grecians on the other;. but now it commands o- 
ver both: I ftayed here but five dayes, wherefore. 
had not leifure for much obfervation: ia this haft, 
I put my thoughts upon two points; Firft, to view 
the chiefe publique fights, thento confider the judge: 
ment of thofe ancient Emperors,who fo often thought 
of transferring the Seat of the Empire from Rome, 
thither: for the firft; the Emperours Perfon I could 
not {ce whe was then at Scytaré. which is as it were 
part: 
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part of Con/tantineple , though fevered by the mouth 
of the blacke Sea amile over: The Seragio I law 
as farre as Strangers ufe , having accefle into the fe- 
cond Court: The building low, and outwardly but 
meane; with a low Cloy/fer of many fumall pilars = 
the infidel faw not; but an infinite {warme of 0O/- 
icers, and Attendants | found, with a filence, and reve- 
vence,{o wonderfull,as fhew’d in what awe they ftand 
of their Soveraigne: A ftones caft from the outer 
moft entrance ftands that famous old Church Sancta 
Sophyas thence went Ito fee the other cMeskectoes 
that of Mahomet the Second, who wonne the Towne s 
that of Achmat which is the moft fplendid of all ; 
into that of Sw/tan Solyman I went to view it through- 
out, but found it no way equall to his other at 7- 
drinople, which in my ey€ 1s much more Magnificent, 
then any of thofe at Conjtantinople: Then faw I the 
Egyptian Obelisk, the Brazen pillar of three Suakes, 
the aqueduc?, and many other things , with that hore 
rid gap made by fire , dau. 1633. where. they re- 
port feventie thoufand houfes to have perifhed: The 
other, and chiefe part of my contemplation, confifted 
inthe (cituation, which of all places, that I ever be- 
held,is the moft apt, to command the world; forby 
land it hath immediate commerce with Greece,T: hrace 
and from Scutart with Afia: By Seathe Pontus or 
blacke Sea, and the Marmora or Helle/pont, not only 
furnith it with infinite ftore of Fifh in Port 5 but rea- 
dily carry their commodies abroad , and bring o- 
thers home; and which is above all, the mouthes of 
both thofe Seas are fo narrow as no paflage can be 


forced againtt the Ca/tles ; fo.as for frrenzth, plentie, 
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and commoditie, e,no place canequallic: Thenit ands 
almattinrhe een eof the World, and thereby ca- 
p dle of performing, commands over m: any Coun- 
tryes, Breer Cas) ny great prejudice of £ diGance , the 
want wheree Ke caufed that the autl noritie of 
oul : the Parthians, and hard iy Germayy ; 
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p of Spaime finds too true;whofe 
sreatnel elfe inthe skirts of its ole é, 
receive f uch b isurdl ‘fii om fuch pette enemies sas it 
does. In that: I Loldetvdd no more of {o greata Cztze, 
I doe not much accufe my felfe; for the chiefe time 
Thad to view , was my fi firft two dayes,when I lodg- 
ed withthe Tarkes, inthe Hane of Mebennet Bafha; 
afterward I fhifted into Chri/fian habit , and went o- 
verto Galata, where I was very courteoufly enter- 
tained in the houfe of an Exgls/h Gentleman, to whom 
I was recommended; Nexe after 7 had kiff 
hands of the right Hor nourab le, SirPeter Wey 
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Embaffadour for His A Majesty of ‘Englasa, 
inftant op portunitie ofp vaflage for Egypt, upot 
Blacke Seas Fleet pad which. three dayes after dec 
for Alexandria: hete I found the company 
Fresch Gentl deni janyand a Flemif/h. we embara 
on the Admirall Galeons ‘byring to our felves che 
wers Roo se of th 1 Mafters thereof, who 
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in the loves of Here, and Leande: : ve e Cattles 
called the DardaneHi, command mn paffage ; and are 
the fecuritie of Con/Paatinople on tha Jadet : That up- 
on Europe anciently Seftos, is es vitheer ower’ 
one within the other ;, the inmoft higheft, by reafon 
of the rifing ground uponwhich they ftand » each 
aring the forme of three Semi-circles, with the out- 
wall Tri. sngular :. The other upon the Ajtai Shoare, 
s farre ftronger , ftand ing on the Marifh levell 5 iti 
pam fquare with foure round 7 Harve Sia€ “eiahh 
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~ About fome fortie miles Sayle forth of that freight, 


onthe Afian fide, we reacht Cape Tanizar, anciently 

Promontorium Sigaum , where Troy {tood, of which 

nothing remaines to be feene , but a piece of an old 

wall fome fortie or fiftie paces long,hard by the Sea, 

and therefore faidby Virgil to have beene built by 

Neptune: So hath that famed Towne now put on 
immortalitie, having no exiftence,but in Poetry : whofe 
fictions by complying with the fancy of man. up- 
hold themfelves beyond the Realie of their Subject : 
Befide the conceit of fucharwime, I tooke care to 
confider the judgement of Antiquitie, in the Scituations 
which finde not to have beene extraordinary , ¢i- 
ther for pleafure, commoditie, or ferength - ‘The Pro- 
msontory makes an asgle which hath two fides encom- 
palled by Sea ; from South-west to Weft, witha com- 
pafle eurning from Weft to North, onthe ether fide 
lyes a barren fandy Plaine now termed Treade, which 
fome fifteene or twentie miles from Sea, is enviro- 
ned by a ridge of Hills , the moft eminent whereof, 
the Turkes at this day call ide, whereby I acknow- 
ledged it for that Jda, where Prince Paris retiring 
from all wife affaires of State, and preferment of 
Court, lived an effensinate, and luxurious life; which 
clad in Fable, fames himthereto have preferred Ve= 
nus before Minerva, and Iuso; and to have given 
her the golden fruit of his youth , for which the fa- 
voured him inthe Rape of Hellen, but becaufe nei- 
ther Minerva nor Juno affifted that impreafe,therefore 
it proved both unwife, and difhonourable: About 
two leagues Wefl-ward, is the little and Tewedos, 
knowne for concealing the Grecéan Navy atthe sa 
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of Troy: hence fayled we downe the Archipelago, 
through thofe Z/ands {o voyced for Antiquities--N/- 
lum fine nomine [axwm: Among them my eye {ele 
éted Samos, Scio,and Pathmes ; for the wind Steering 
larbord drave us within difcovery thereof: Samos is 
the only place in the World, under whole Rocks 
grow Spuages: The people from their infancie , are 
bred up withdry Baker, and other extenuating Dyer, 
to make themextreme leane; then taking a Spwnge 
wet in Oyle they hold it, part in their mouthes and 
part without, fo goe they under water, where at firtt 
they cannot ftay long, but after practife, fome of the 
Jeaneft fay above an houre anda halfe, even till all 
the Oyle of the Spunge be corrupted ; and by the 
Law of the Z/and, none of that Trade is fuffered to 
marry, untill he have ftayed halfe an houre under 
water; thus they gather Spunges from the bottome 
of rocks,more then an hundred fathom deepe; which 








with many other Stories of thefe Z/ands was told me: 


by certaine Greeks in our Galleon : Scio is temarkeable 
for Mafticke not elfe-where found , and there only 
upon the South-fide of the Hill, which I thought to 
be asa plans not enduring the.cold winds, or contrary

points things confecrated are imitated bythe ordinary 
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wayes of men; to inftance in prophane pieces tae 
met was two yeares ina gret, writing his 4lceran, the 
Sybils molt lived and prophected im gros, as my 
felfe have feene hers at Came , as alfo the ftudy and 
habitation of Virgil in a gret,at MOUnt Pofilipo ; many 
old Oracles were delivered out of Cavernes,or Grots. 
in f{umme the higheft fanfies of men, have beene prO- ' 
duced in fuch places ; which inthofe who have nx 
Divine credit, Timpute, partly to the prevacy, an 
afpect of thofe retreats, W hich being gloomy, fiz/, an 
folemne, fertle, and contrac the minde into profound 
{peculation ; but efpecially to the qualitie of tl 
ayre, athing of maine importance to difpofe the wi : 
theayre of thofe rocky Cavernes is not to dampe and 
earthy , as that of dungeons, Aor fo immateriall, or 
wafting, to unfettle and tran{port the phantafie, as that 
above ground ; but of a middletemper, wherewith 
it affe@s the braine in fuch a fort asis fitteft to exer- 
cifeits dncellectuall facultie, to the heighth of what its 
compofitien beaxes : Thus after we had in eleven daycs 
paticd the Sowtberwe, and greatelt parc of 7. Lyffes his 
ren yeares voyage, we came before Rhodes,at the Zaft 
ond of the Iland where we entred the Wind-will Port, 
{o named by reafon of many Wind-mills ftanding be- 
fore it; hard by is there another Port more inward, 
for the Gallyes , and of entrance fo fhallow , as isnot 
capable of deepe Veilels: here'we ftayed three dayes, 
which gave me fome view of the place, and that fo 
much the more by being taken for a Spy; for in” | 
Rhodes is no pretence of Merchandize for aChriflian; | 
and but that my excufe of going upon wager into Z| 
gypt feemed poflible , Thad here beene loft: yet in 
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that /#/pition,fome of them out of fuch a bravery, as 


I had once before found in their Campe, fhewed mec 
the Palace or Fortreffeof the Grand —Maffer former- 
ly, with the Out-works, and three great deepe ditches, 
all cut in the quicke rocke round the Caftle, excepr 
one part where it joynes with the chiefe ftrect: then 
they fhewed mee ahigh window towards the Wef, 
telling me this Story ; that when Sa#/tau Solyman be- 
fieged the Towne, there ftood in that window, the 
Gran Mafter, with a Nephew of his, anda chiefe Ea- 
geniere;they confidering the Camsp,the Engenteretold 
him they were happy that the enemy knew not the 
advantage of fuch aplace pointing to the fide of a 
hill, where certaine Wind- mills ftand ; for quoth he, 
if they fhould plant the Arti/ery there, we were loft ; 
herewith the young Nephew inhopes of preferment, 
tooke fecretly fome Turk:/h Arrowes, and fromthe 
window, fhot them into the Campe, having firft 
writupon them this di/covery, and his same: they 
being found, the advice was approved,and put inex- 
ecution,which forced the Towne in three dayes to ren- 
der: Selyman according tothe Rule of Princes more 
brave, then Politicke, caufed the Traitor to be put to 
death: This Cztie on the Ea/?, and North, is encom- 
pafled by sea; the South, and Weft joyne by land to 
the reft of the //and ; ic (tands upon a little hill,reach- 
ing tothe bottome thereof; itis foure miles from 
the old Cittie, which ftood upon a fteepe high hill, 
where now remaine part of the walles, and a poore 
Village. 
I tooke a Boat to view the place where the Colo/fie 
ftood, at the entry of that Haven: there is not left 
E any 
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any remainder of that Statue; but the rocks whereon 
his footing was,are wide enough for two great Ships 
to paffe both together - why the Cavelsers did tranf- 
fer their Seat from the old Citie, to the new, | could 
not learne, unleffe ic were for the Port 5 which being 
obvious to all commers 5 they had rather occupy tt 
themfelves , then leave it to.an invader: within the 
Citie the Armes of France are very frequent, the Spa- 
nif, and Imperial, not in more then two or three pla- 
ces; oursnot at all; whereby I proportioned the: 
old wationaHl intereffe inthat order: The moft. egre- 
gious Moxuments of any one GrancMafter, is of Pe- 
ser d Aubiffon a French man ther,egoverning above 
two hundred yeares fince: he amongft other notable. 
works, buile a round Tower, with many retired 
circles for Combatants: Inthe Wall before the H4- 








vés,to {cowrethe mouth thereof, he made two huge 


- Braffe Pieces, fo vafte as-I never faw any fixe Cannons, 


whofe mettall.could make the leaft of them - Inthis. 


Hand the Sunneis fo powerfull, and conftant, a8 it was 
anciently Dedicate to.Phebus : they have akinde of 
Grapeasbigas a Damfen, and of thatcolour, the 
Fines if watered beare all the yeare,both ripe Grapes, 
halfe ripe, and knots; all together upon, the fame 
Vine: yetthat they may not weare out too {oone, 
they ufe to forbeare watering of themin December, 
and January, during which time they beare not, till 
after a while that they are watred againe: Vpon my 
firft landing I had efpyed among divers very omow. 
rable. Sepaltures, one more brave then the reft, and 
new; Lenquired whofeit was aTwrke not know- 
ing whence I was, told me.it was the Caprarse halos 
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therewith gave {uch a nage of our Nation, and 
threatning to all whom they fhould light upon, as 
made meupon all demands profeffe my felfe aScotch- 
mas, Which being a name nnknowne to them, faved 
mee, nor did I {uppofe it any quitting of my Coun- 
trey , bue rather.a retreat from one corner to the O- 
ther ; and when they required more in particular, I 
intending my owne fafetie more then their éas¢ructi- 
on,aniwered the truth both ef my King, and Country, 
but in the ould obfolete Greeke , and Latine titles, 
which was as darke to them asa difcourfe of Jfts, and 
Ofyris; yetthe third day, inthe morning, I prying 
up, and downe alone,met a Tarke who in Italian told 
meejah! are you an Englifhman, and witha kinde 
of malicious pefture, laying his forefisger under 
hiseye, me thought he had the lookes of a defigne, 
he prefently departed, I got to my Gel/eon, and durft 
goeto landno more: The next morne wee departed 
for Alexandria of Egypt, accompanied with ten or- 
dinary Gallyes of Rhodes, andthree old ones, which 
went to beefold for fewell: the weather although 
rightin Sterne, grew fo high, as the three old Gal- 
leys perifhed, twoin the night with all their people, 
the third by day in our fight, but defpairing by 
times made up to a Galleon neere ours, and {aved {uch 
of hermen who were neither chained, nor otherwife 
encombred:; after three dayes full Sayle wee arrived 
in Port ; Alexandria firtt built by Alexander the Grear, 
was after beautified by many, but efpecially by Pons- 
pey: it beares yetthe Monuments of its ancient glo. 
ty + Pillars.in ‘great number,: and'Size ‘both above 
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ground, and below, moft of Porphyry, and othe 
Marble as firme: The ancient Egyptzans hada cu- 
ftome now not inufe; that was to make as great a 
part ofthe houfe beneath ground as above - that be- 
low was the moft.coftly with Pillars, and rich Pave- 
orents for refrefhment being their Summer habirati- 
on :the upper part had the vafter pillars for fhew,but 
not the neareft: above all the reft , there are three 
farre beyond any that I ever faw elfe-where : That of 
Pompey. where his afhes were laid, upon the rocky 
fhore hard by where hee was flaine in a Boat at Sea: 
it is round, all of one ftone, akinde of reddith gray 
Marble, fo wonderfully vaft,. as made me falute his 
memory withthe Poets Propheticall hayle--Templis 
aurogque fepultus-vilior umbrafores: it ftands upon a 
foure-{quare rocky foundation on the South-fide of 
the Towne without the Walles: Within on the 
North towards the Sea are two {quare Odclikes 
each of one entire ftone full of Egyptian Hyeragli- 
phiks, the one ftanding the other fallen, I thinke ei- 
ther of them thrice as bigge as that at Con/tamtinople, 
or the otherat Rome, and therefore left behind as to 
heavy for transportation : neerethefe Obeliskes, are 
the ruines of Cleopatraes Palace high upon the fhore, 
with the private Gate, whereat fhee received her 
Marke Antony after.their overthrow at Aczium » two 
{tones caft further upon another rocke over the fhore 
is yeta round Tower one part of Alexanders. Palace, 
where yet in the walles remaines a paflage of Bricke 
Pipes part of a vendiduct: The Towne is now almott 
nothing but a white heape of ruines; efpecially the 
Eaft, and Sonth parts: The.walles were high, and 
frequently 
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frequently fet with fmall Turrets, but not very 
ftrong except toward the Sea, where they {tand up- 
ongreat fteepe rockes: The North, and Weft are 
wafhed by the Sea, which makes two Ports, each in 
forme of a halfe-Moone: betweene them runnes a 
long narrow necke of land joyned once by a Bridge, 
but now made firme land, with that thenan Iland 
called the Phares :a place which in Ce/ars judgement 
did command both the Port, and Towne ; of which 
opinion the Turkes.now are ; and therefore contrary 
to their vfuall: cuftome, they havethere built a brave 
new Caftle, which anfwers another little one on the 
other point of the Haven: thefe command the en- 
try broad at leaft a mile, and halfe; but how itcould 
be done before Artillery came up as Cafar aftirmes | 
wonder; nor are the Banks wider by time, as ap- 
peares by the walles, and old circuit of buildings up- 
on the fhoare on the Weft fide of the Paras , and 
under protection thereof, is the other Port only for 
Gallyes,as too full of thelves,and rocks for deepe bot- 
tomes: Frefh water is brought to Alexandriain a 
large, and deepe channell cut by men, almoft foure- 
fcore miles, through the wilderneffe to the Nile « 
this channell is dry till the River over-flowes, then 
runes itinto the Citie, but {o low as they are forc’t 
to get it up by chained buckets, and wheeles drawne 
with O.xex ; fo is it conveighed,and kept in Cé/fernes, 
whereof now there remaine but fixe hundred, of two 
thoufand at the firft: ‘The earth caft out of thofe C7. 
ternes,hath made two faire mounts,upon one whete- 
of is feta Watch-tower, to give warning of Ships - 
upon the Sasth of the Towne lyes that vaft fandy 
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Plaine, great part taken up with the falt Lake A¢arco- 


tis: Eaft-ward not farre from the Sea, we rode tho- 
row a {andy defart, fome 40.milés to Rofferto: All E- 
gypt where the Ni/e arrives hot, isnothing but a whte 
tith Sand bearing no grafle, but two little weeds, cal- 

led Swhit, and Gazal, which burnt to afhes, and con- 

veighed to Venice, make the finelt Chriftak Glaffes: 

yet are there many fort of trees, nourifked by no 

moifture, but the night dew which is abundant, for 
in Egypt it {carce raines once in three or foure ages : 

above all, infinite number of Palmes grow every 
where with Datesas bigge asboth onesthumbs- In 
the Plaine, the winde drives the Sand into folds, like 
Snow withus; fo as ifany windeftirre, no tracke of 
man, or beafts lafts a quarter of an houre, wherefore 
to direc paffengers, there arc fet up round Bricke 
pillars,five, or fixe yards high, one withina mile of 
another, which put mee in minde of theZ/raelites 

being guided forth of Egypt by Pillars: Thus ina 
day , andahalfe, came weto Ro(fetto, formerly Ca- 
nopues ; a pretty little Citic, it ftands upon the Wile, 
foure miles from its entry intothe Sea: once it was 
famous for all manner-of Luxury 5 now it want no- 

thing thereto, but Art, and afoft government: Here 
we hyreda Boat for Gran Cairo, 360. miles off; In 
five dayes we arrived, through againft the ftreame,c 
about the higheft of the Inundation; for the North- 
wel winde helpt us well: All chat long way, wee 

{carce pafled fouremiles, but wee found a pretty 
Towne upon thebanks, ‘likely one of cach fide, op- 
pofice; which if Turki/h they were high built, of 
bricke or other firme ftone,bucif Aradihjand Egypt 
tan, 
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tian, the houfes weremoit of mud, juftin forme of 
Bee-hives: The Nile atthe higheft is ordinary neere 
a mile, and a quarter over, fometimes making a great 
plath of profitable ground ; much benefit of the o- 
yerflow ismade by ditches, and Gardens, watred 
with wheeles drawne by Oxen : as farre as the river 
waters, isablacke mould fo fruitfull, as they doe 
but throw inthe feed, and have foure rich harvelts, 
in leffe then foure moneths: moft part of the Banks, 
is fet with daintie Sagar Canes, Flaxe, and Rice: Io 
the way, the winde failing, our Water-men drawing 
the Boat withropes from land,there came fixe of the 
wild Arabs, five on Horfebacke, one-a foot ; cach with 
a Lawuce, which they canufe inhand, or dart, very 
dextroufly ; our Boat-men rogues of the fame race, 
ftood ftill, that they might takethe ropes, whereat 
the anizary, aftout,and honeft Turke difcharged his 
Harquebuze at the Horfemen, who wheeling about, 
came fpeedily againe, where finding two of us with 
Piftols,guarding the ropes, and awing our Boatmen, 
they durft not comeon; nor were they fudden in 
flight, but that the Zamzary let flee once more, and. as 
feemed tous, tufted through one of their Taroants ; 
then away they ran: Finally we arrived at that part 
of Gran Cayro called Bulakbe, where wee got directi- 
on to the Palace of a Wenetias Gentlemanthe Muftref 
fimo Signior Santo S eghtzZi, W hofe noble way of li- 
ving gives reputation to his Countrey, & protection 
to all travellers in thofe parts: here my late compa- 
nions ftayed but few dayes ; for over-come with 
beat, and {pirited by devotion, they haftned to returne 
by Ierufalens: Lnot fo impatient of the Climate, nor 
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A Voyage into the Levant. 
loving company of Cori/lzans in T urky , and but rea- 
fonably affected ro reliques, lett them, and prefumed 
to receive a longer entertainment : whereto I feund 
aninvitall freely noble of it felfe, and wich much re- 
gard toan honourable recommendation of me fent 
by his Excellence the Lord E mbaffador of Holland at 
Conftantinople Six Cornelius H aga;who having known 
my kin{man Sir Lames Blount, and fome others of our 
name: was pleafed in mee, to honour their memory - 
Here my abode ina Family which had there beene 
refident twentie five yeares » informed me of many 
things, with much certaintie: Firft,i mutt remem- 
ber things upon record conftantly renewed in office, as 
the multitude of the Meskeetoes, that is Churches, and 
Chapels five, and thirtie thoufand ; then the noted 
ftreets, foure, and twentie thoufand, befides petty 
turnings, and divifions ; fome of thofe ftreets I have 
tound two miles inlength, fomenot a quarter {o 
long: every one of them is lockt up in the night, 
with adoore ateachend, and guarded by a Musket- 
tier, whereby fire, robberies, tnmults, and other aé/or- 
ders are prevented. 

Without the Gite, toward the wilderne([e,to {top 
fidden incurfions of the Arabs from abroad, there 
Watch on Horfe-backe foure Saniacks, with each of 
them athoufand Horfemen: Thus is this. Citic every 
night in the yeare, guarded with eight, and twentie 
thoufand men. 

Thefleextravagant proportious,argued fuch a Szze 
ofthe maine body, .as made me defire an entire wew 
thereof; which I got in feverall places, but beft of 


all from rhe top of the Caflle , which is founded 
upon 
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upon arocky afceat, on the Zaft fide of the Citie: it 
isnot quite decayed, nor diligently kept; butheld 
rather as the Ba/haes Palace, then aFortrejfe. aor did’ 
Idifcerne any Artillery therein: it was built by the 
old Soldans, ahd their CM amalukes, and that in fuch 
a fort, as teftifies their government to have beenezy- 
ranous, and ftately :. there yet remainein ofic arched 
place, fortiepillars of Perphiry as bigge as thofe two 
Of Saint. Markes at Venice: at the foot of this hill is 
a place, fome halfeamile long, where they exercéfe 
their great Horfe'; hardby ftands.alirtlé Houle, and 
Gardeniall under the Caftles view, therein the Ba- 
fhaes of Gran Cairo, when depofed> are kept; untill 
they are either preferred, or frrangled: So Potent is 
that Office eft¢emed,, and ‘fo full of State fecrits; as 
may not be left: unaflured:;. bur by Satisfaction, or 
Death: beyond this Caffle, lyes the Plaine fand y de- 
fart, which encompatles the Eaf?, North, and North- 
west Of the Gite: froth the Cajile, to the Nile fortie 
three miles: through old Cairo, extends an agneduct 
farte more /fately, and va/fe, theneither that of Cos. 
fiantinople, or the other, at Rome The Nile runnes 
along the South of the Towneto. the Weft; making 
atits firtt arrivall, a dainvie littlé-Jland ; where @- 
mongtt many fine buildings, ftand the Nilfesope': 
Which ts a little Ca#le, wherein is feta pillar, with 
feverall notes declaring the s#undation all over Egypt, 
according to each degree , : which the water reaches 
upon the piller ; Then they fore-fee the future yeares 
encreafe, and rate provifion accordingly. 
The day when the floud begins, is conftantly the 
Summer Selfice, the increate is ufually betweene 
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fonre(core, anda ‘hundred dayes : then {uddenly i 
abates, and by theerd of November, is within its nat- 
roweft Banks, about a quarter ofa milebroad: The 
caufe of this admirable Inundation, Lam not credu- 
lous enough to underftand’; The whole circuit of the 
Citie feemed to me betweene five,and thirtie,or forty 
miles. Venetian who was with me , afirmed it to 
be much more, he proportioned Italian meafure, I 
Enelifh: This large compafle ‘helps. other: concur- 
vencies to juttifie the Turki/h repotts., how tharafter 
Selins his fir entry of the Towse,he {pent 4.dayes in 

Combate before he paffed quite thorow : ThofeRe 
lations which reftraine Cire, sntend butof one pria- 
cipall part chereefnamed£ Ikbayre fromthe Founders 
habitation therein, according to which divifion, that 
Burghis but one of five principall,befideten,or eleven 
more of leflename, and all joyned as Londos, and 
Weftminfter: This Citze is built after the Egyptian 
manner, 4igh, and.of large ruffe ftone, part of Bricke, 
the treets narrow: it-hath not beene yet above an 
hundred yeares, inthe Turkes pofleffion, wherefore 
the old buildings remaine ; but as they decay, the 
new begin to be after the 7 wvkifb manner, peore, lowe 
much of mud, and timber : Yet of the moderne Fa- 
brickes, mult 1 except divers new Pallaces; which I 
there have feene, both of Turkes, and fuch Egyptzans, 
as moftengage againft their owne Countrey , and to 
flourith in its opprefsion : I have oft gone to view 
them, and their entertainments, fometimes attending 
the 1/ustrifime with whom I lived, otherwhiles ac- 


companied with fome of his Gentlemen: The Palaces \ 
T found wajle,& high,no fate ot Agurifh outwardly a te 
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the firft Court Spacious, {et with faire trees for fhade, 
where were feverall bea/ts and birds rare,and wonder- 
fullevenin thofe parts; the inner Court joyned to 
delicious Gardews watered with fountaines , and rive. 
bets , befide the infinite varictie of ftrange P/ents,there 
wanted no fhade, from trees of Ca(ia, Oranges, Le. 
mons, Figs of Pharoae,Tamarinds, Palwses, and others ; 
amongft which pafle very frequent Caweleons: The 
entry into the houfe, and ali the roomes throughout 
are paved with many feverall coloured A¢arbles, put 
into fine figures, fo likewife are the wales, but in Ao- 
faike of a leflecut: The Roofe layed with t’hwart 
beames, a foot,and halfe diftant,all carved, creat, and 
double g/t: The windowes with grates of Iron, few 
with G/a//e,as not defiring to keepe out the wind, and 
toavoyd the glimmering of the Sunne, which in thole 
hot countryes, G/a/fe would breake with too much 
dazeling upon the eye: The floore js made with fome 
elevations afoot high, where they fit to eate, and 
drinke; thofe are covered with rich Tapefiry; the 
lower pavement is to walkeupon, where in the chiefe 
dining Chamber , according to the ¢apacitie of the 
roome, is made one or more richly gilt fowntaines in 
the upper end of the Chamber, which through fecret 
Pipes, {upplyes in the middle of the roome, a dainty 
Poole,, either round, fou re fquare, triangular, er of o- 
ther figure, as the place requires 5 ufually twentie or 
twentie foure yards about, and almoft two indepth: 
fo neatly kept; the water focleare, as makes appa- 
rent the exquifite Wo/fak at the bottome ; herein are 
preferveda kinde of fith of two or three foot long, 
like Barbells, which have ofttaken bread ourof my 
EF 2 hand; 
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hand; fucking it from my fingers, at top of the wa- 
ter ; Butthat whichto, mee feemed mote Magnificent 
then allthis, was my estertainment: entring one of 
thefe Roomes, Lfaw.at the upperenad, amongit o- 
thers fitting crofle-lege’d the Lera of the Palace, who 
beckoning to me tocome, I firft put off my. Shooes as 
the-reft had. done: then: bowing often, with my 
hand upon my:breaft, came neere, where he making 
me fit downe,there attendedten or twelve handfome 
young Pages.all cladin Scarlet, with crooked: Dag- 
gers, and Scywitars richly gilt: foure of them came 
with a flicete of Faffaty , and covered me 5, another 
held'a golden tacex/e with rich perfume, wherewith 
being’ a little (moked they tooke all away ; next came 
two. with fweet water, and be/prinkled me > after thar, 
one brought a Porcelane dif of Cauphe, which w hen 
Thadidranke, another fervedupa draught of excel- 
lent Sherbet: Then began difcourfe, which paffed 
by interpreter, by reafon of my. 7guorance in the 4ve- 
bicke there fpoken: In theit queftions, and replyes, I 
noted the Egyptiansto havea touch of the Merchant, 
_ or Jem, with a {pirit not fo Soaldier-like, and open, as 
the Tarkess but more difcerning, and pertéwent: in 
fome remote part of the houfe, they have thei ftable 
of Horfes, fuch for shape, as they fay, arenot io the 
world, and Leafily. beleeve ic, but unufeful in other 
Countryes, by reafon of their tender boofes never ufed 
toany ground but Sand: They have one fort of a 
peculiar race,not a jot outwardly different from other 
Hor(es, nor alwayes the handfomest; but they ate 
rare; and infuch efteeme, as there is an Officer ap- 
pointedto fee the Fole, when any of that race 18 Foled 
tO

to Regifter it, with the colour, and to take teftimony of 


the right brood one of thefe at three yeares old, is 
ordinarily fold fora theufand peeces of eight, fome- 
times more : the reafon is becanfe they will runne, 
without cating ox drinking one jot, foure dayes, and 
nights together; which fome Egyptians wound a- 
bout thebody, and helpt with lirle: weate, and leffe 
fleepe, are able to rides this is of infinite confequence 
upon fudden d/patches,to pafle the wildernefle,where 
neither water, ner gra(/e is found’; from thefe per- 
haps grew the Fable of thofe Pardo-Cameli, or Dre- 
medaryes.; for feldgme does any raritie of Nature, 
efcape the fabulous attaques of fancy: There are ma- 
hy {pacious places inthe Citée, which in the Rivers 
over-flow, are daintic Pooles called Byrkhaes, and 
of great refrefhment, asalfo the Calhs , whichis a 
Channell cut through part of the Cite, from the 
Nile, intoa Plaine on the Nerth, where it makesa 
fruitfull plath of at leaft ten, or twelue mile com- 
pafle, affording alfo many vivelets tothe Gardens ; in 
thele Byrkhaes, and Calhis, towards evening, are ma- 
ny hundreds wathing themfelves,in the meane while 
divers pafleup, and downwith Pipes, & RoguyFidles, 
in Boats, fullof Fruits, Sherbets, andgood bangue- 
ting ftaffe to fell; after the Rivers fallthofe places are 
greene fora while, then burn to fand:Notwithftand- 
ing the exceffive compafle of this Cite, it is populous 
beyond all proportion; for as we ridup, and downe, 
the principall Streets were fo throng’d with people, 
as the Mafters of our U4//es, went alwayes before, 
thoving, and crying Bdabarack, that is, make roome . 
fuch infinite f{warmes of Arabs, and Indians flocke to 
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the plentie, and pleafures of Gras Cairo; foas Ithere 
heard from divers honourable perfons, that not long 
fince, they hada plague, which in one yeare {wept a 
way eighteene hundred thoufana, and edde, yet within 
lefle then five yeares after, there was more throng of 
people, thenever they had knowne : All difeafes 
there are rifer in Wintersefpecially the plague, which 
atthe Summer Solftice fuddenly ceafes. 

When the winde fits South-ward, ( whether it bee 
che Spices of Ethiopia, or not, isuncertaine, ) itis {0 
odoriferous as any Spaai{h Glove,and fo hot,as when 
itheld long, itfo corrupted my flemacke, as till che 
winde changed, no meate went through me, fome- 
times, nine or ten dayes together: on the Southend 
of the Citie, is yet remaining the round Tower, where- 


- jin Pharaoes daughter lived, when thee found #4 ofes 


inthe River, which runnes not above a Bowes {hoot 
off: hardby are Jofephs feven Granaries , Ot rather 
fome of their sined walles left, and foure of them 
{o repaired,as ferve to keepe the pablique corne: Three 
orfoure miles out of Towne Worthward, isa place 
called cataterea, with aTree of Pharaces Figs, une 
der which Fame goes, that the Virgene Mary refted 
with Chiff in her lappe, and wafhed him ina well 
thereby, whenthe feare of Herod made her flye into 
Egypt ; there isin memory thereof, a Chappell built 
of no long time ; me thoughts the Tree feemed the 
oldeft in the Garden, and fo moft probably chofe for 
the Story: Lasked my Ianizary how long thofe kinde 
of Fig-trees ufed to laft ; hee told me halfe an hun- 
dred yeares, orthere about: yet I noted that if this 
tree fhould faile, nevertheleffe that place hath many 
others 
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others of the fame kinde, ready to take the repataton 


uponthem- many rarities of living creatures I faw 
in Gran Cairo: but the moft sugenious wasaneft of 
foure-lege’d Serpents, of twofoot long, blacke, and 
ugly, keptby a Freschman, who whenhe came to 
handle them, they would not endure him, but ranne, 
and hid in their 4ole, then would hee take his Cyt- 
terme, and play uponit; they hearing the Mafique, 
came all crawling to his feet,and began te climbe up 
him, tillhe gave over playing, then away they ran: 
Ner is this ftranger in Natwre, to fee {uch creatures 
delight in foxnds delightfull tous , then to fee them 
yeli[b {uch meats, asrelifh withus: the eve argues a 
conformitieto our composition in one of our fenfes 5 the 
other in another. 

Twelve miles South-weff of the Cize, on the other 
fide of the River, ftandthe three oldeft, and yet moft 
entire Pyramides: Thelargeft I entred into,downea 
defcent, fome thirties paces, then creeping through a 
paflage almoft choaked up with fand, wee found a 
darke afcent throughapaflage betweene great Mar- 
ble ftones, without ftayres, only little footing cut on 
each fide; here we paft with every onea Candle in 
one hand, and a Pistol in the other,for feare of rogues, 
who often murther, and rifle inthofe Caverses: I 
found two large,{quare Chambers in the middle;the 
one emptie, the other had in the midft, a Sepulture 
open, andemptie, about ayard, and anhalfe high, 
as much wide, and within not above two yards long: 
the Stone feemes a kinde of red Porphyrie, but is not, 
for it founds better then a Be// : itis fixt inthe foun- 

dation, nor can ever be borne away,as too bigge - 
the 
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the paflage: This being the ancientelt Mozuseent in 


the world, encouraged me againft the opinion of 
our decay in ftature from our forefathers ; The lewes 
pretend thofethree Pyr amides to have beene built by 
Pharaoh, who drowned inthe Red Sea : the little one 
foran onely Daughter of his, the greater for his 
Wife: but the faireft intended for Him-fei/e, mift of 
his Gedy, loft in the Sea: ‘I fufpected them to affect a 
glory in the renowne of their Enemy: for Herguotus 
much more authentique,fathers the chiefe upon Cheops, 
nor is there any Bricke, whereof Pharaoes buildings 
confilted. : | 
The forme is quadrangular, leffening by equall de- 
exces, from almofta quarter of a mile cach flat at 
the bottome,unto a {quare at the top, littlemore then 
three yards angular: the ftomes are exceflive great ; 
and as bigge above as beneath: all of ancven foure- 
{quare: that which made thé building eafie, and held 
it fo long together, is the poflure of the ftones, not 
laid in an even flat upon one another, asin other Fa- 
bricks but begun at the Bafis upon firme Rocke, 
with the firft rowe of ftones laid flepeling their out- 
fide a foote higher then the infide: which :contimucs 
the fame poflureto the very top, and makes.the whole 
building ferinward, and{o without mortar, faften 
ofitfelfe: each upper ftone retyres fome halfe a 
foot fhort of that whereon it lyes; ‘this fharpens 
the bulke by jut degrees upward, and makes the out- 
ward a/cent very eafie: but ina covmtrey where there . | 
were any raine, it would fertle the water, anddecay | 
the building. | 
Thereare about fixteene or eighteene other Pyra- 
mides, 
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myaes, extending Sosth-ward, a matter of twelue or 
fourteene miles: they are faid tobe of Kings farre 
lefle ancient then this , and yet though of the fame 
{tone, ruined extreamely ; only wanting that pofture 
of the ftones: This wonderfull Pyranside is recorded 
to have beene twentie yeares a building , with three 
hundred thoufand men and more » In continuall em- 
ployment, which if the ftone came from the Red Sea, 
is very credible; but perhaps part was cut from thofe 
rocks under the fand hard by where it ftands: with- 
in two Bowes fhoot hereof, is a Rocke of fome fortie 
yards circumference , and twelue or fourteene high, 
cut into the forme of a mans head ; perhaps Memmens, 
famous for its founding at the Sun-rife: the Egypti- 
ans, and Tewes with us, told us it gave Oracles of old, 
and alfo that it was hollow atthe top; wherein they 
had feene fome enter, and come out at the Pyramide » 
then I foone believed the oracle. and efteeme all the 
re{t tohave beene fuch, rather then either by vapor, 
though not impoffible ; or Demoniacke , which re- 
quire too much credulitie, for me: All that part of 
the Plaine, for betweene twentie or thirtie miles in 
length, and little leffe in breadth, hath ever beene the 
place of Sepulture , for thofe three Cities where now 
is Gran Caira . that is Babylon, (not that of Perfia,) 
(Memphs, and Cairo: the Souther part belonged to 
Mempois , which was the ancienteft , and ftood moft 
part on that fide of Nile; thofe bodies are the beft 
Mummy,and were buryed before the I/raelites depar- 
ture; one of which Sepultures being opened , I went 
downe, tyed by acord, de{cending as into a well, ten 
or twelue fathom, leaving a Zanizary, and two of our 
company, 









































































compaay, at thetop, to awe the Arabs, 
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who often 

leave Strangers within, and returne when they are 

ftarved,torifiethem ; the place fo low as I was faine 

rocreepe, andall fullof adry fand where moitture 

never comess that preferves the bodies , as much as 

the embalming ; Inforuch as 1 have feene fome of 

the Lisnen,not touched by the embalming, to remaine 

perfect white, and found ; fo many thoufand yeares, 

will things endure , when untoucht by moifture, the 
fole caufe of putrifaction : “The bodies lye, moft of 
them in the fand, fome in an open ftone, with an hol- 
low hewed therein; they are not beyond our ordi- 
nary proportions ; inthe pitch of the breaft, is tera 
little Zdo//, the head of humane fhape, witha prop un- 
der the chin: they are as bigge as ones middle fin- 
ger, with Ayeroglipbicks on the backe; and made of 
ftone, or rather baked mortar their being among the 
Dead,made me fuppofe them pieces Religious ; which 
with their old Aicroglyphicks, in vaine I {earcht to in- 
terpret. 

Above all the Awtiquities of Egypt, I fought to un= 
derftand, that admirable Table of Z/is , not mentio- 
ned in Pletarch , and flenderly unfolded by Pigvoria, 
but compleatly expreft in the antique Zgyptias Mo- 
nument of Bra/fe,lately Printed in /taly : it is thought 
under the Ceremonies of Ifis and fire , tocontaine 
that three-fold wifdome of the old Egyptian Kings; 
and Priefis: the one aboutthe Nature of their Nile, 
and Seyle; the other concerning the Policie of their 
State: in the third was vayled the naoft samportant 
pieces of their PAilofophy. 

To get information hereof, 1 followed the old 
Riel. examples, 
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pi amples, firft ufed by Herodotus, then by Inline Cefar, 





and after by Germanicus ; which was to enquite of 


Priefis, who (if any ) were like to know fomewhat 
m their owne antiquitees : 1 was helpt by an Jaterpre. 
zer, to the fpeech of three Egyptian Prie/ts, but found 
thet utterly ignorant of all things not “Mahometan: 
Nor can I wor ider; for in the courfe of vicictude, 
the Egyptian (uper tition as 5 the ancientest in rr world, 
is likely tobe the moft cleane loft. and all Super iti- 
ons, be ing in eff ect but juglings, “have the fate ot {uch 
tr icks, chat i is, while #ew to be admired, but in time to 
prow ridiculous to fuchas difcerne their kvavery, and 
ftale to thofe who doe not; thereupon the Priefs, 
like other Imapostors, rm one s began to take 
but coldly, changed them: This caufed among the 
Heathen new Doétrines : a Ceremonies Eccleftaftique 
in feverall ages; feldome all at a clap , but by de- 
etees as occafion,and the Peoples guft eh uired ; nor 
ever happens a more fudden occafion of innovation 
erein, then that of conqueft ; therefore whatfoever 
ittle memory of old Ceremonies, might have beene 
left in Egypt, hath utterly pe erifhed in their frequent 
oppre/fions , efpecially inthofe two of lateages; this 
of the: Tarbes ; and the former of the Circalfian (Ma- 
malukes; which befide the change of ceremony, have 
corrupted all the ingenious fancy of that Natioz into 
ignorance, and malice: Thusis fayled that fucceflion 
of knowledge, which by word of mouth ufeth to be 
delivered from one generation, toanother ; nor ts 
there any reparation made by way of Bookes: The 
maine reafons why the naked -Mythiologicall part of 


the Heathen Religions , was not expreft in writing 
G2 were 
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expofitions of many 5 whereby the feverall / 
intereffes of men, either out of opinion, or defignt, 
would have raifed pernicious Herefies, as appearcs in 
the Alcoran and Talmud : therefore Numa Pompilius, 
having writ Bookes of that kinde, caufed them to be 


_ buryed with him; and when( many ages after) they 


hapned tobe found , the Pretor prote(ted to the Se- 
wate,that they would deftroy the Religion, if publith- 
eds whereuponthey were burnt: T he other reafon 
was, becaufe che smfitutions of their Religions were 
addreft, not to the wife, whoare fo few, as not to 
be reckoned of, but to the s##/titude, which are paffio- 
nate, not judicious - wherefore they were not put in- 
to a rationall way of difcourfe, which had ferved 


them up to the understanding ; but rather acted 11° 


fach manner, as might moove the Senfes, thereby 
raifing {uch paffions as were to the advantage of their 
Religiom; Hence came the perfumes, and daintie M#- 
fique in their Temples; the fantaftiqne vettment of 
their Prieffs; their folemne Sacrifices , Pitiures, Sta- 
twes, and Proce(fions , which in new /uper{tstions were 
altred, with contempt of the former; yet in the 
maine point they all agreed; that was to ammute, 
and entertaine the imaginative part of the minde, be- 
fooling the Intellectuall ; {fo the Cerensomes renewed 
not alwayes utterly different, nor the fame; but fol- 
lowing the state reafons , and popular Guft juft like 
the weeds of each yeare,not ever of the former kinde, 
but according to the Soyle, and Seafon: Now for 
thefe pa/ons , thofe fenfible folemmities were excel. 
lently fitted: Yet becaufe there were fome difcerning 
Soules s 
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Soules, to engage them they were admitted to the 
infide of their devices , and called Sacris initiati, and 
fo were either taken with the myflery, or at leaft, with 
the favour to themielves , and profit of the Repab- 
lique , the latter fort in love connived; the others 
were conjured, as they did dread the revenge of the 
Gods, never to divulge thole myfticall fecrets ; wh alfo 
was, becaufe they were cither crwell, imspure, and bor- 
rid, (for with {uch humors they complyed, as well as 
with the.vertuous ) or that they contained fome pro- 
found reach of State, or Philofopby beyond vulgar ca- 
pacitie,w" adores eafily but pierces not; and that cre- 
dulous veverence,is much advanced by a folemne con- 
cealement -- Cupidine humaniingenii , libentius obfcura 
creduntur : Therefore it is not hypocrifie, but anecel- 
fary regard to the vaine nature of man, which forces 
moft Religions to muffle toward the vulgar, concea- 
ling fome of their infide, either in Hyerogliphicks, Fa- ' 
bles, Types, Parables, ox Schoole diftinétions, and | 
ftrange Langwage ; all which doe equally obfcure to 
popular capacitie, and are chofen according to the 
Genius of the Age,or Doctrine: Hereby were all fort 
of wits entertained with a reverent Satisfaction , the 
deeper in the kernel, the fhallow inthe /heZ: Thus 
isall light of Egypts old devotion, almoft quite ex- 
tint: Now as forthe Zuffice, and Government, itis 
perfectly Twrki/b, and therefore not to be fet downe 
apart ; only it exceeds all other parts of Turky for 
vigour, and extortion ; the reafon is becaufe the Turke 
well knowes the Egyptian nature, above all other Na- 
tions, to be malicious, treacherous, and effemsinate, and 
therefore dangerous, not fit for Armes, or any other hs 
G 3 trutt ; , 
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truft; nor capable of being ruled by a {weet hand: 
Wherefore among them, are more frequent, and 
horrid executions, thenin the reft of Turky, as Empa- 
ling ,Gaunching,F laying alive Cutting off by the Watte 
with a red-hot Iron, Oynting with Honey inthe Sunne, 
hanging by the Foot,plaasing in burning Lime,and the 
like: i my two moneths ftay, I faw divers fearefull 
examples; efpecially two; one at Gras Cazro, of a 
Fellow, whoin malice fired his neighbours Houle: 
He was firlt Flayed alive, with fuch Art, as he was 
more then three houres a dying; then was his Ski 
ftuffed with Chaffe, and borne ftradling upon an A/e 
up and downe the Towne. 

The other was of three Arabs , who robbed in the 
wildernefle betweene Ro/fetto and Alexandria; they 
were taken at a place called Maidyab, where at my re- 
turne I {aw execution done inthis manner: They 
were laid nakeduponthe ground, their face downe- 
ward, their hands and legs tyed abroad. to {takes ; 
then came the Hangman, who putting their owne 
halfe-pikes in at the Fundarnent did with a Beetle, 
drive them up leifurely , till they came out at the 
Head,ox Shoulder ». two of them dyed fuddealy , bue 
the third whom the Pike had .not toucht neither 
in the Geart,nor braine, would have lived longer, had 
not the ftanders by dafht out his Grainess then were 
they tyed upright, to {takes driven in the high way, 
and fo left: Now the Zurke to breake the {pirits of 
this People the more, opprefles them with a heavier 
povertic, then any of his other Mf abometan Subjects; 
and therefore if there be one /7zzer , more ravenous 
then other, he fends him thither , and connives at all 
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his extortions, thougha ifterwards , 
Turkifh Policy, he knowes how to. {queeze him i into 
the Treafury ; fo fatisfying the People, the Prince 
dreynesthem , and they difcerne him no otherwife, 
then as their revenger. 

This Vizéer Be sfhae who now governes carried with 
him from Conftantinople » a Ship laded with Time at 
his arrivall, hee tooke a Catalogue of all wealthy 
Perfons ; then to every man excepting {uch as were 
ingaged in favour of the State, hee fent a piece of 
Téane, more or leffe , sic ahiicad to the abilitie of 
the Pe: ‘fon, and demanded of each, foexceffive a 
price, as generally it was not worth the fift part, of 
what they paid: Itis the cuftome of the Ottoman 
Crowne; to pet the old Liberties, to all Coun- 
tryes who come in voluntary ;, which in Sezo, and o- 
ther Ilands of the Arches , it hath for examples fake, 

aintained very honourably > till juft caufe was to 
the contrary : but thofe whom tl iey take by con- 
queft , they rufeas.a booty , without pe tending any 
humanitie, mere then what is for the profit of the 
Conquerour ; which moft Con querours doe. in ef- 





cece 





fe&, although not being foabfoluteas the Grav Sigs 
wior, they are faigne to ‘give the world more fatisfa- 


Gtiion in the poore counterfeits of Iuflice, Zeale, Cle- 
mency, Publique -g00d, and the like: the Eey ptians un- 
der their Circafian Mamalukes, were de fended againtt 
Sultan Selim,\ike a flocke of fheepe kept by fierce Ma- 
ftives, from the Woolfe ; wherefore his bloudy Vi- 
Ctory made him rage the more; fo that aftet he had. 
{laine all the Circalfians, and iH the ret he was not 
like Pharaoh coment with the fift part , but tooke all, 
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leaving no man owner of a foot of ground; and di- 
vided the Land into Farmes ; the leaft Farme payes 
one purfe , fometwo or three according to its pro- 
portion ; each purie is eight hundred peeces of eight: 
the fixt rent the Ba/hae muft conftantly make eood to 
the Crowne; he every yeare places, or difplaces the 
Farmers , as they outvy one another in gift to him = 
the fet Rent never alters and is eightecne hundred 
rhoufand Zeccheens yeately, a Zeccheene Twrki[h I va- 
lue nine fhillings fterlin. 

This is proportioned into three equall portions 5 
one is fet out to furnith the annuall Pilgrimage to 
cMecha; the fecond payes the souldiery , with all o- 
ther Offices, and Services publique for that King- 
dom;the laft third goes cleare into the Checquer :thele 
Farmes are moft inthe hands of Egyptians; befide 
which, there want hot Timarres, that ts Fendes given 
to Turkifh Horfemen with obligation of Service in 
Warre,and to awe both neighbours,and fubjects. 

When Selim had Conquered this Kingdome , he 
boafted hee bad taken a Farme to feed his 4gemo- 
glans : wherein his judgement was the fame with 
the Romans, who efteemed it the Granary. of their 
Republique ; wherefore the T avke at this day , ¢ms- 
ployes the Egyptians, rather that way, then to armies 5 
for he hath of them inroled Souldiers , but fourteene 
thoufand, and whenany of thofé dyc, he continues 
the pay to his Wife , and Children: whereby with- 

out {candall, the Nation is made effeminate, and dif- 

armed; whichis the maxime he holds upon that falfe, 
and dangerous people: Hee ufed till within this fif- 
ceene, or twentie yeares, tomake (as in his aa | 
ing- ~ | 
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kingdom es, mo ft of their Indges of the Natio s, but 
they ; according to that Climate, were found damna- 
ttf corrupt , ‘and dif-affectionate to the Turkifh af. 
faires; wherefore now having a: om {ure of that 


Gaistrey. hee hath without any further refpect of 
them, made al Decree, that none fhall gan apable of 


being a Iudge amongft them , but-a naturall borne 
Turke, where by the Iu ea 9 excellently reforme

efpecial ly towards Strangers, who be fore had no 
ProteBion , befide overt ‘0 {ave them trom falfe 
witnefle, which fhared them as a Booty becweene the 
Iuage, and the accafers : Ey aving thus at Gran Cairo, 
enquired - uch points, as € pec uliar to'that King- 
dome, I thought of ay et arture, which I purpofed 


to direct in fearch of fome further anuquitie ; Firft, 
l asked for the famous old Temple of Vulcan; but 
could not heare any remainder of it,ner any acknow- 
lede eement of Lup ter Hammon, who Pave e Oracles in 
the] Weft cf Eeypt : Then I defired to view the e paf- 
{i ige of Moy f esinto the Red Sea, n ot above three a dayes S 
off, but the lewi> told me that the precife place is not 
now We sivic within lefle then the {pace of adayes 
journey along the Shore; wher efore | left that as too 
uncertaine for any obfervation ; ; and went by Camel 
two dayes journey Soath-eaft, to fee certs aine great 
ruines fome fifteen miles from the River; had hoped 
they might have proved the remainder oF the ptr 
vinth , or Pyramides | DI nile | by t thetwe tue Kin gs in the 
Lake of Maris; but I rather by the PiZars, and Tar- 
ets, ouctled them to have beene fome regall Palace : 
in our going thither, there Laphedt aig ttle whirle- 
winde which drave the faad fo uponus, as we were 
H almoft 
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almoft loft; for divers times paffengers therewith 
overwhelmed,man and beatt are not found, till many 
ages after, when another wind difcovers them 5 oft 

only remedy was to turne our Camels buttocks to the 

winde, till the place where they ftood was become a 

pit , as deepe as they could well goe out off, ther re- 
a moving a little forward, make another ftand, till we 
iw grew againe environed ; in this manner pafliog outan 
: houre, till the wind ceafed: This fright made us re- 
turne neerer the Wéle,where I {aw two Crocodyles run- 
ning together, in a muddy plath, the one about foure 

foot long, the other not above two. | 

At my comming backe, I beganto thinke of going 
downeto Alexandria, and from thence by Sea to 
Joppa,purpofing to returne home by Jera/falem, which 
by Land is fifteene dayes journey on this fide Gras 
Caire: Then tooke I my leave of the Muftrifsime 
Signior Santte Seghezzi whofe ufage of mee all this 
while, and now at departure, was fo honourable, as 
might ferve for patterne to each noble Spirit. 

It being now forward:in November , with the wa- 
tersabatement began Egypts Spring ; all the bankes 
fo greene, fragrant and delicious, as if anew Paradice 
were up ; the River fhrunke generally into little more 
then a quarter of amile broad; which caufed one 
unpleafing (pe@tacle ; that was of many wild 4raés, 
often ten or twelue together, {wimming crofle to rob 
Villages, and Paffengers : they firft wrappe their thin 
blew Coate about their head, then tye their Lance to 
their fide; fo naked {wimme over the River, which 
I had alfo feene at my going up, when the floud was 
nigha mile and quarter over,but not fo frequent ; my 
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two lamzaryes with their Harquebuzes , and T witha 


Piftall, awed them , that they durft not affaule rhe 
Boat ; nor were they able to ufe the Launce ( {wim- 
ming), more then with one hand, and that but weake- 
ly: In this foure dayes paflage to Roffetto, I enqui- 
red of the Delta, and the Niles {even ftreames; the 
Delta is {o named, from the forme of that Letter,and 
is all that part of Egypt, which lyes betweene the 
two branches of Roffetto,and Damiata the firtt par- 
ting of which ftreames is about twentie miles below 
Gran Cairo; part of this Del/ta, I had often heard by 
fome of the learnedet ewes, to have beene the Land 
of Gofhen. 

Nile had of old feaven ftreames, five naturall,and 
two cut by labour, to ferveonely in the overflowe, 
there now remaine onely three,one artificiall, which 
inthe inundation, ferves Alexandria - thetwo natu- 
rall ones are that of elufinm, now called Dawiata, 
and the other of Canopus, now Roffette; this later is 
of late, fochoaked, asat the entrance into the ca, 
fhippes are faigne to unlade, and after a fal! pafiage, 
to lade againe, another hath quite furred up Within 
leffe then thirty yeares whereof there are three caufes 
doubted ; firft the gravell borne downe in the oud, 
for then the water is as gravelly as apudle in the high 
way ; Secondly the fand blowne therein, by the 
winde from the bankes; if it be either of thefe » Me 
may alter thecourfe of the river, as in part ic hath 
done formerly, which might be the ruine of the 
Cittyes, but not of the kingdome: the third rea- 
fon, is fomedefe@, or diverfion from above to- 
wards the fountaine;that would be the deftru@ion of 
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all; bac is. not generally believed ; yet mee thifkes, 
might well be fufpected , becaufe though fo'many 
ftreamesareftopt, the reft run not higher then be- 
fore; whieh they fay the many ditches! nade of late 
ages,are the caufe off: ‘The watct taftes juft likenew 
milke,. buc fomewhat nitrous, and if dranke as in the 
river, troubled, it caufes to ftrangers, a flax ; which 
to prevent, they take a gallon, or more, of that wa- 
rer , andit they have not time to let it fectle, they: 
cat therein three or foure bruifed Almonds, they in 
lefle then an houre clarifie it like Chriftall; which 
effed they have upon no other water, and thercby 
fhew'd the perfection of that. | 
Atlaft arrived at Roffette » and fo by atule pafied 
to Alexandria, 1 purpofed from thence to take a voy- 
age for Joppas which paflage, | rather chofe,then the 
other of Damiata, much-neerer, but more infetted 
with Pyrats: Here one day, 1 went to view the Port 
of Gallyes, but was feverely prohibited - this feeming 
contrary to the ufuall freedome of Tarky, made me 
fufpect fome notable defect in that harbour , which: 
might hereafter, be made ufe off; whereupon l went 
the next day fecretly, unto.a high decayed peece of a 
Turret, upon the wall over that Haven, to take a con- 
fiderate view thereof: my accefie was efpyed, and 
dog’d,, by an Egyptian, oncas Ithinke, of the Gar- 


rifon hard by , whofe violence produced an accident 


that made me forget all my other defignes,and flyefor 
fafetie of my life, unto a little French Barke, which t

with the Spanifh ; for of all others, that moft fub- 
fifts on Fortre/fes, which would prove hard knots to 
the Turke, whofe Nature and Orders Military,are not 
in any one point fo much, defective , as in that of 
Siege - from Palermo, I rode to Trapany, from thence 
I embarqued for Naples, whole rarities entertained 
me fome dayes, then went I by Rome ; fo by as 
an 
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and Bologna, to Venice; where! arrived the eleventh 
moneth after my departure from thence: having in 
that time, according to the moft received divifions of 
Turky , beene in wine Kingdomes thereof, and pafléd 
fixe thoufand miles, and upward, moft part by land, 
Thus have I fet downe {uch obfervations, as were 
of paflage local, and maturally borne along, with the 
places whereon I tooke them; Now follow the more 
abs¢rac# and generall concerning the [e/fitutions of the 
whole Zvspire; wherein I take but the accounts of a 
reckoning made in haft , and therefore f{ubje& to the 
difadvantage of a hafty view, that is, to over-flip 
many things, and to fee the reft but faperficially : yet 
ufually quickeglances , take inthe moft eminent pee- 
ces ; among{t which there are fome like the dye of 
Scarlet, better difcerned by a paffing eye, then a fixt - 
of thisnature I efteeme the woral/ points of beha- 
viour ; anew Commer apprehends them with a 
judgement fre/h, and fincere, which further familiari- 
te corrupts with affection, or hatred, according as it 
meets a di/pofition conforme, or contrary: The mott 
important parts of all States are foure, Armes, Reli- 
g10n, Inftice,and Morall Cuftomes : in treating of thele, 
moft men fet downe what they fhould be , and ufe to 
regulate that by their owne filly education, and recei- 
ved opisions eutded by [ublinities, and moralities ina- 
ginary, this [ leave to Vtopians who doating on their 
phantastique {appofals, thew their owne capacitie, or 
Aypacrifie, and no more: Tin remembring the Turki/h 
infticutions , will only Regifter what I found them, 
nor cenfure them by any rule, but that of more, or 
lefle fufficiency to. theit ayme, which I fuppofe the 
Enspires 
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“Empires advancement: Firft,then, I note their Armes, 


becaufe in the fway of mens affaires it is found--om- 
nia effe Gladi¢ pediffequas in that feare as the ftrongeft 
of our paféons,awes all the reft; Their Infantery con- 
fits of two forts ; Firft, fuch as are levyed upon par- 
ticular Cifies; they are more, or lefle according to 
eccafion ; the abilitieof the Towne, and diftance from 
whence fummoned; many of thema are C/ri/fzans, 
and are fent forth much better appointed in Clothes, 
then with us: each Towne in feverall Coloars, and their 
Armes {afficient:they are lodged, and exercifed with- 
out the Citie, almoftameneth, before they beginto 
March: The other part, and chiefe ftrength,is of the 
lanizaries, whofe number, at my being in 7: arky, Was 
foure and fortie thoufand, which as ic fayles,they ule 
to fupply upon occafion, but never exceed 5 the man- 
ner is to re-inforce thefe bonds thus; ever now and 
then, there are fent out Officers into divers Provances, 
efpecially the Northerne, who out of all the Chri/izan 
children, from the age of ten to eighteene, or twentie, 
chufe without lint or exception , fuchas they thinke 
fic,and carry them to Conftantinople , thefe they call 
_Agemoglans , thenafter fome obfervation of their 
Perfons, thofe of moft promifing parts , are {elected 
for the Gran Signior his Serragliees either that of Cex- 
ftantinople, or his other of _Andrinople, where they 
ate taught to write and reade; to underftand Are- 
bicke, toufe their Bow , with other weapons: then 
cull they out the choy/eft Sparkes ; who as their ca- 
pacities grow approved, arc inftructed in State af- 
faires, and by degrees, taken into higheft prefer- 
ments; thefearecalled Ichaglans : the worft, and of 
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leaft qualitie , are affigned to the drudgery of the 


houfbold, to the Gardens and other bafe offices, fome 
are made (Mariners, and Galeots : the generall fore, 
neither rare, nor contemptible are by the Aza of the 
Tanizaries diftributed abroad, where without charge 
to the Frince, they earne their living by hard labour, 
tall che age of two and twentie ; then fo inured to ene 
durance befitting a Sonldier they are brought backe, 
taught their Armes,and prepared for Service: Thefe 
areenrolled Janizaries : This choice,and education of 
perfons,aptto each ufe, muft needs make it excellent- 
ly performed, as being more naturall then the courfe 
of Chriftendome , where Princes put Armes into the 
hands of men neither by /pirit, or education, martiall . 
and entruft their chiefe employments, with refpe@s 
Of birth, riches, or friends; which to the fervice in- 
tended, are qualities not {o proper, as thofe perfonall 
abilities which prevaile in the T; wrkifh Election. Thefe 
though the fonnes of Chriftians, hatethatname above 
all others and are found, (as I have feene fome of 
them) without any #aturall aff ection to theit Parents, 
as it were transplanted, acknowledging themfelves 
the creatures of the Ottoman Family; fo much are 
the prefent exgagements of Life too {trong for all for. 
mer tyes of dlowd: their pay is perpetuall , both in 
Peace,and Warre ; moreor leffe , according to per/o- 
wall merit ; which excites to notable attempts ; other 
preferment they receive none unleffe it be a Timarre ; 
forifany of them fhould be in honour » he might be 
too much regarded by his fellowes, whom the Prince 
will not permit to acknowledge any befides himfelfe; 
for which refpe& this Empcrour, at Andrinople, as it 
| were 
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where ia face of the Army,caufed a great Perfon,once 
of this Order, to be ftrangled , aad Proclaimed Trai- 
tor, when I was in Hungary , whereat I heard many 
of the Lanizaries {peake infolently in publique, yet 
durft they doe ne more , feeling this Princes Spirit, to 
great for them. 

They are never caft off; for when old,or maimed, 
they arekept io garrifon : This company was held 
devifed in imitation of the Romane Praetorian Cohorts, 
or rather of the crtacedonian Phalanx, and hath per- 
formed. as bravely as either; but isnow , in great 
part corrupt; for contrary to their Primitive saftitu- 
tions, many of them marry, others follow Merchan- 
dize , and whereas heretofore , they were all chofe 
the fonnes of Chrifians , whereby that Caufe was 
kept under, and the Turki/b fo much increafed , now 
the Chyiffians are permitted for money , to excufe. 
their children,and the Tarkes to preferre theirs; Some 
hold this an errour a pernicious one , as leffening that 
due proportion which fhould be maintained becween 
the Compellers , and the Compelled , the Turkes rather 
thinkethe Chri/tians not now fo ftrong , as hereto- 
fore, and therefore not to need the former diminution, 
experience made me of this opinion, confidering that 
itis many yeares fiace moft of his Céri/fzaw Coun- 


tryes were taken in, and how every age ayes them of | 


a moredeepe cM ahometan,then other ; but fhould he 
winne any Chriftian Prevince of new , he would not 
Spare in this way to exhautt it, till it were fafficcentiy: 
enervate: The mortalleft corruptien of this Order 
hath hapned of late yeares; thatis , knowing theit 
owne ftrength, and growne faucy with farsiliarstie at 
‘ tat Wee Conrty. 
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Coart, they have proceeded to fuch zafolency, as hath 
fiefh’d them inthe bleud of their Soveraigne Sultan 
Ofman ; and in Muffapha,they have learnt that dam- 
nable Secret of making , and wusmakiag their King at 
pleafure,; whereby the Foundation of all Monarchy, 
thatis, the due awetowards the Blond Royall, is {0 ir- 
reparably decayed in them as like the loft {tate of Z#- 
mocesce, cannever be reftored. 

This requires an erection of new Bands never tain- 
ted, to fupplant thefe Zazizaries, who elfe will grow 
to fuch a Military Azarchy , as did the Pretorians of 
Rome in their Empire, till they reduced it to nothing: 
Wherefore fome thinke,that the expedition, wherein 
the Gran Signior hath now engaged his Perfon againft 
Perfia,is defigned with a refolution to {pend the Zamz- 
zartes very freely. 

The Cavallery is made up of two forts; Fir, of 
Spahyglans, to the number of two and thirtie thou- 
fand: thefe are continually neere the Court: out of 
them are chofe Troopes to Guard his Perfon Royal, 
upon all removes; they ufednot to goe to Waire, 
except he went himfelfe, but of late they are often 
fent with the Gran Vizier: the other fort of Spabyes, 
are termed Spaby-Timariots , fromcertaine Temarres, 
or Feudes, giventhem forterme of life, with obliga- 
tion to ferve on Horfebacke, well appointed, where- 
foever they thall be fummoned: This isnot much 
unlike our old tenures of Knight-fervice, or Efcuages 
but not Hereditary : according to the value of the 
Temarre, the Timariot isto comein withone, two, 
three or more Horfes; I have feene many bring in 
five or fixe; this reafon till I was informed of, I 
I 2 wondred 
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wondred to fee Cavaliers carry tothe Warres fuch 

fuperfluous retinue; as frequently to have mien r- 
ding after them, fome bearing a Ceare, fomea Fiddle, 
many nothing: Thefe Spahy-Témariots belides their 
fervice in Warre, have another ute no lefle impor- 
tant, tharis,toawethe Provinces wherein they live, 
and caufethem ta be well Cul#evat’, wherefore in all 
expeditions many are left athome: they are bravely 
horfed managing their Lance, and Bow, with much 
dexteritie: their humber is uncertaine, as ever multi- 
plying , either upomberter Papulation of old poflefii- 
ons, orconqueft ofnew; foboth Peace, and Warre 
encreafe them; nothing but the lofle of a Province 
doth diminifh rhem; for their death is but the prefer- 
ment of new defervers. 

At this time, the owners of the. Zzmars are about 
three hundredthoufand, whereto added their com- 
panions, which they are obliged and never faile to 
bring in, they make in all,aboyve feven hundred thou- 
{fand; which number wastold me, with many other 
of their notes, by fome of the Zémeriots inthe Army, 
where though held a Spy, they {corned to afflict mee, 
but rather chufing to glorifie their Scatein my Rela- 
tion at home, informed me of all, and: muchagainft 
my will, forced mee in their prefence to write it 
downe; which I didin Italias , and in termes fo re- 
{pective, as when the Zaterpreter expounded, they re- 
ceived me exceeding kindly, ‘making me eate, drinke, 
and /edze in their tents all night: . Befide the Spabyes, 
there are another fortof Horfemen, whoare Yolunta- 
vies, ferving at their owne charge; they are of three 
forts; Some come in hopes of prefent Beoty; others 
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to merit a Timar; the third. in meere devotion to 


gaine Paradice by dying for the Mahametan-caule. 
The firft of all others, the bafeft, mixt of Turks, 
and Chriftians, ulually goe beforethe Army, to Spy, 
and Pillage; ey ha ving rather the Spirits of Free- 
Booters , then of Souldiers , would never ftand one 
ftroke of an encounter, but that the dejper ate bravery 
of their companies , does ‘often cage 1ge them zrrevoca- 
bly: The fecond Ifo rrare vt Sta ard cnough, efpecially 
where the fervice is eminent :. The third-are the molt 
refolute see i of the Army ; they comedike fo ma-

ny Dec, men vowed for the pub/iqae;-nor are they, 


knowne ever to returne home, uolefle with vicfory, 
fome of them are daily feene fir igle to invade a whole 
Squadrox; others after much aflaynof valour open 
their brefts, and ftand.a;volley of Muskets; thefe 
men are heavy upon theenemy , for ---Vincstur hand 
gratis jugulo qui provocat boitem, 

This Refolution is not the child af Reafon, or Ha- 
nour; but bred by way of Religion; for Mahomet 
knowing he had not to deale witha Scholafizque and 
Speculative generation, but witha people rade , and 
fenfuall, madenot his Paradice to confitt in Viftons atid 
Hallelujahs ; but indelicious fare, pleafant Gardens, 
and Wenehes with great eyes,who were ever peculiar- 
ly affected inthe Levast; Now to fuchas dye in Wars 
for the Mahometaz faith, 1e promifes that their Soules 
fhall fuddenly have given them young lufty bodies, 
and-fet in Paradice, crernally to enjoy thofe plea/ares, 
notwithftanding any former finnes, to thofe who dye 
other deaths , he affignes a Per gatery tedious, and at 
laft not {uch an heighth of pleafure - Ibis {carce cre- 

I 3 dible, 
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dible, what numbers thefe opes bring in; I have 
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{eene troopes fometimes of above an hundred toge- 
ther; {0 effedfaall an Instrument of State in Saperfiztr- 
on, and fuch deepe Inspre({vens does it make, when fit- 
ted ro the pafviens of the Subject ; and that ufefull in 
thofe whom neither reafon, nor honour could pof- 
feffe: The chiefe Auxiliaryes of the Turkes , are the 
Tartars , who live on this fide mount Taarus ; they 
are by us called the Petit Tartars, to diftinguith them 
from thefe othersof Chrien , who have much vatter 
Dominions beyond the mountaine, but thereby of 
difficult Commerce,with thefe parts-of the World. 
The great Turke hath made frequent affinitie, and 
league with thefe Petit Tartars, and hath entayled the 
Crowne upon them, in cafe the Ottoman line fhould 
fayle; novonly becaufe when a fimall nation inherits 
aercater; the lefferis immerft in the accefie of the 
greater , which under colour of loofing it felfe,makes 
an acquift of its inberitor; but for other regards pe- 
coliar to that Nation,efpecially for their Scstatzon up- 
onthe Blacke Sea,in fauch manner, as they may at piea- 
fure, make fudden Excurfions , to the very point of 
Conftantinople it {elfe ; nor had the Turke any remedy, 
when abfent in Jmpreffes from home: wherefore he 
cafts many tyesupon them, and feldome goes to 
Warre without fome of their Troopes , which befide 
the ayde, and reputation they affood bim,, area kinde 
of hoftage: inthis preparation againft Peland, there 
came downe fortie thoufand of them tothe Canspe, 
but were marched forward withthe Avmy , before 
my atrivall , fo rhat I faw none of them , fave fome 
few ficke, and safheired perfons, who feemed /illow, 
allom, 
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{ahew, and id-favourder people then the Turks, not fo 


well cloathed , nor fociaill, and thofe Turkes who 
wifhed me well, forewarned me from going among ft 
them, telling me their hatred to Chri/fians was fuch, 
as they would goe neere to captive,or rifle me: When 
Tentred the Skirts of the Empire, the fame of their 
Army then meeting for Peland , was (as fame ufesto 
be,) excefive, threatning no lefle then {even hundred 
thcufand ; but upon neerer accefle , it {carce held up 
one hundred and fourefcore thoufand , reckoning in 
the Tartars : whereupon I much enquired, why the 
Turkifh Armies were notnow fo numerous as in for- 
mer times: among many anfwers, the wifeft hic up- 
onthree points, firlt that the enemies now ( excepting 
the Ferfian ) werenot {o Potent.as heretofore; Se- 
condly, experience had taught them, that multitudes 
over-vafie are neither capable of order, nor previfion;, 
wherefore to avoyde confufion,and famine, they bring 
no more into the Field then are weceffary: the third 
was, before their Dominions were inlarged.,. they 
thought it better to employ their multitudes in new 
Conque/ts, thea to leave them idle,wecerons, and dan. 
gtrous at homes but fince their inlarged serritorses,. 
they are diftributed into Celonyes to people , and ma- 
nage them,which thereby will in time,become more 
populous, and potent, then ever: Thus didnone of 
them acknowledge any diminution of people, as is 
plainly fuppofed by many , who never viewed their 
great fwarmes and vafte plastations: The Turkifh 
Armes much differ from ours: their Harquebuze like 
Our Calyver; their Scymitar , a crooked flat Backe- 
Sword; at Sea among ropes, or on Horfe-backe 
. 1 againtt 
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againtt Armour, ic excelles a Rapier, but in open fight, 
is much inferiour,it hathever beene the Eafferne wea- 
pon, as likewifetheirivoz Mace, which they u fe both 
for ftroke,and hurles they are’ admirable with their 
Bow and:Arrowes; there isamong other Trop/yes, 
at the Caffle.gate of Belgrade, fet up a Head-pecce, 
which Fhold Petronell proofe , thot cleane'through 
both fides, (and as they fay) head and all, with one of 
their Bowes ; the Arrow (as ail theirs are) like chofe 
little red ones which our children ufe,I faw yet {tick- 
ing inthe Head peece: they beare no weapons but in 
travell; then fome of them feeme likea moving Ar- 
mory: Firft,the girdle ftucke with three or foure Pz- 


———~ foals; then on each fide, a knife as long as mine arme, 


withanother of afoot long, for ordinary ules, tuckt 
to his Coat: an’ Harquebuze omhisthoulder; on his 
thigh a Scymitar son the one fide of the Saddle pum- 
mell, a Petronells onthe other’ a ftraight Sword, the 
blade hollow,long, and foure-fquare; by that, either

vided to the Se as Within their Dominions : : the chiefe 
are the Blacke Sea,and the Mediterrancums, the Helle- 
(pont I efteeme.but a paffage from the one’, to theo- 
ther: Their Bophoran Fleet Trades into the Blacke 
Séa,upon eral ll Services ; as to invadethe Mfo/co- 
vites, Circaffes 5, Coffackes , with others, returning in 
Iuly, or Anguft, laded with Honey, Waxe, and efpe- 
K cially 


cngy are alwayes provided of Bis-_ 
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cially Wood, and Slaves, which ic tranfports to A- 
lexandria, buying therewith, Flax, Sugar, Sherbets, 
Rice, Tapeltry, Corne, and other £gyptzan Gommoa- 
dities ; with which,and part of the Tribute,in Jana. 
ry, they returne for Conftautinople , fo enjoying the 
Trade, Winds which inthofe parts ufually in Sum- 
mer fit Northernly, and in Winter Southerly. 

The other part of their Navy ferves upon the 
Mediterraneum s it is called the Barbary Fleet; itis the 
more Warlike, and acknowledges the Gran Signir, 
but not fo abfolute ; for the gaines of the other Fleet 
goes to his Coffers; but what the Mores Set is their 
ownes which makes them more earneft in Pyracy, 
and defirous to be held as Pyrats; togainea kinde of 
libertic, and that all Christians may be Prize, without 
any impediment by league at Court: This the Tarke 
grants under their excufe of theit difobedience, and 
Pyracie, hee infefts thofe Chriftians , who being in 
League with him, hee could by no other pretence 
weaken ;. and this alfo in cafe of necefliti¢, keeps him 
an exercifed Fleet for Warre: That this is conni- 
vence appeares plaine; for he Claimes, and Proteéts 
their Cities,though not their Perfons, and they never 
make Booty of Turki/h Goods, or Subject, though a 
Chriftzan; and divers of them I faw Say ling in the 
midtt of the Armadoe Royall , yet they counterfeit the 
Pyrate {o well, that the Gallyes, and Veffels of Argyers, 
will not come within the Dardanelli, and my felfe 
not then knowing this Art, hadat Rhodes, by atath 
miftake,almoft loft my Libertie; where the Admiral 


Galleon of Tripoly , comming for frefh Water, Rode 


in the Mouth of the Port above three houres without 
: calting 
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catting Anchor , as pretending feare of being within 


command ; ; this made me judge it an Englsf/h Ship, as 

likewife the Colours , which fo farre off | tooke for 
the Kings; w herefore defireus to fee my Countrey- 
men , Thired a Greeke Boatman to carry me thither, 
where bei ing almoft arrived, I perceived my defperate 
errour , from whence I was forced with entreaty, mo. 
ney, and my dagger at his breaft, to make him rowe 
mee off. 

The Turks are but ill fupplyed with Sea-men ; for 
befide Renegadaes they have but few skilful! Saylers, 
and would have had fewer, bt ut that as of old, the 
Carth. eginian Hoftilitie exercife sd the Romans at Sea, 
who elfe, had not fo early learnt Navigation, and by 
conlequence , could not fo foone have Mattred the 
World ; juft fo, ( though in a farre weaker manner) 
doe Florence and Malta conteft with the Turke at Sea, 
enough to practife, but not defeat him: to which ef- 
fect, Tha we heard fome of them by way of jeere fay, 
that the Gran Duke,and Malta,did by the Gran SIGULOF 
like little barking Dogs about a Lyon , keepe him a- 
Wi we and if fometimes they venturd to give hima 
hippe, it did but rouze him, without any hurt of im- 
portance for ought I knew they had reafon; for 
though refiftance be neceflary , yet when fo infuffici- 
ent it is worfethen none. 

Their termes of Navigation are Italian , either to 
their Slaves , being moft of that Nation; or that 
themfelves Inlanders originally , have a Language de- 
fective in Maritime affaires: Their Veflels are either 
Turkifh built, or Prizes ; their owne built bie’ A call 
Caramazals, many whereof are great Shi ps ; all have 
K 2 Rounds 
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ounds on the out-fide, like Stayres , the Sterne,and 
Re Fore-caftle, built foure or five Stories high ; foas I 
ae have feene fome of them carry feven or eight hun- 
th) dred Paffengers: that forme makes them flow of 
a Sayle, unwarlike , and eafily over-fer by weather. 
ee Their Galles are light, of anexcellent mould, and en- 
ey durean high Sea, efpecially thofe of Rides. 
oy The maine ‘ftrength of both their Fleets, are tall 
Ships taken from Hollanders ; where the Cowardize 
of that Nation is made_a Weapon againft all Chri- 
a emmentl flendome ; and teaches us what avertuous crueltie ic 
would be to Barre Ranfome, or returne to all who 
yield their Ships,upon what oddes foever; All great 
examples have a little of the unjuft; aow though 
this might feemehard meafure to fuch, who yielded 
upon extreme oddes; yet were it neither fo eenerall 
ami(chiefe, nor fo importantas the contrary indul- 
gence; and men would not only become more refo- 
luce, inthofe neceffitics , but more wary of going ill 
provided. | 
Nothing makes the Hollanders fo faint, as the Tur- 
Aifh knowne Decree of impunitie, and libertie perfa- 
nall to fuch as rendet without difcharge of Artillery; 
wherefore they feeing prefent {afetie in yielding, and 
no future deftruétion at Home, doceafily give up o- 
ther mens goods, for their owne fecuritie; upon 
thefe termes, the Admiral! Ga/eow where I Sayled, a 
goodly Veflell of fortie brave Peeces , had beene ta- 
ken, as the Turkes aflured me , by two of their Pale 
kers of ten,or twelue Guns a peece: Out Ships they 
doe not willingly fet upon; not only for their able 
defence, butalfo becaufe the Vettell, which ufes to 
be 
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be aconfiderable peece of the Bootie, is to them un- 
ufefull; for their employments being Pyracy, can 
make little ufe of an Engh/b Bottome , whofe mould 
is too flow for that purpofe : wherewith they asked 
me how we did in Warre at Sea, where our enemies 
might comeon, or of, atleifure: Ireplyed, thefe 
which came into theit Seas , were private Merchants 
Veliels of Trade, flugs made only for burden, and 
ee But for Warre our King ha reads Roy- 
all of another frame the beft for Sayle, and Fight, in 
the We orld. 

The ftrangeft thing I found among the Turkif/h 
Mariners , was their incredible civilitie ; ; I whohad 
often proved the Barbarifme of other Nations at Sea, 
and above all others, of our owne, fuppofed my felfe 
amoneft Beares, till by experience , I found the con- 
anys and that not only in ordinary civility,but with 
fo ready fervice, een sears fo {weet, a "and gentle 
a way, generally through them all,as made me doubt, 
whether it was a dreame, orreall; if at any time I 
ftood intheir way , or encombred their ropes, they 
would call me witha Janum, or Benum , termes of 
moft affection, and that with an encline, a voyce, and 
gefturefo re fpective, as affured me, their other words 
(which I underftood not ) wereof the fame ftraine: 
The Captaines chiefe Gaine inthis Voyage, is by 
? capil yet if intereft fhare in this behaviour, 





hey re not quite v oyd of 42) : that can act it fo well 

No rare they irreligious ; for allthe Voyage , More 

Riese Evening, they Salu It c the Sunne, with three 
ge nerall Shouts, and a Prie/? fay ying ce ges Letany, 
every prayer ending with acree Kichoon, that cine 
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fhout Homin, that is, Amen. 

Thus much of the c%élitary part of Turky; to 
which I addethe point of Fortdfication, Herein their 
proceeding is direct contrary to the Spaniards, he not 
having multitudes of his owne fufficient to Plant Co- 
lonies, is forced in all his Conquefts, (if he will have 
any people to governe over, ) to preferve the Natu- 
vals: Now they not being affured in Affectiow, mutt 


" be awed by Fort¥efe; which is a way, not only un- 


fure, but fo chargeable, as makes him gaine but little 
by his winnings. 

The Turke on the other fide, well ftored with peo- 
ple; Firft, confiders what number of his ownc, he 
will affigne for Timariots to each Province which he 
takes . then he deftroyes all its Nobile, and fo farre 
of the Yulgar , till there reft only fuch a proportion 
as may till the land, and be awed by thole Témsarvots 
with other ready Forces; that remainder is kept to 
Manurethe land: this thus eftablifht, he needs not 
the Fortrefle for himfelfe; nor will he leave it a re- 
fuge for Enemies, or Rebels: yetif it bea Frontier, 
he does not quite demolifh it, but keeps it in fuch 
cafe, as may hold out till he might fend an Army, 
ever fuppofing himfelfe -1/a/fer of the Field; where- 
fore as it ftands in more, or leffe danger, fo is it pro- 
vided: Thus in Hangary the Caftle of Belgrade is nei- 
cher razed,nor carefully maintained; but that of Bada 
is guarded with a ftrong Garrifon , all thofe within 
the Kingdomeare pulled downe ; fois it in his other 
Countryes: his Maritime Fortifications , becaufe of 
fudden accefle by Sayle, arevheld in the rule of Fron- 
tiers, 
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tiers, and withallto to comm: and the Hav cit yet is is not 
the care of them fo diligen It as in Chriflendome ; they 
every where gave me free accefle , excepting Egypt ; : 
where the extr: raordi lary f{ubtill malice of that peo- 
ple makes more Vigilance, and reftraint » then elfe- 
where: Now followes their Religion, wherein I no- 
ted only the Politicke inftitutions thereof ; ; thefe ob- 
fervations moving only in that Sphere, cannot jarre 
wart ahigher, thoughthe motion feeme contrary : 
tober noting the outwat d folemnities , where- 
with other Re/igzons entertained the minds of men; t 
pe iged them | perhaps in ain effeminate; astho 
daintie Pictures,and Muficke in Churches, thofe a trange 
Vefiures and Proce(Sons,and partly chargeable,as thofe 
ftately Sacr rifices, and other feiescwuvies of the Hea- 
thes, and all driven already, to that heighth , as hee 
could hot out-goe ; wherefore hee refufed t to build 
his Sec see i Nor did hee much — ct ies {up- 
ort it with Miracles, whofe credit frequent Imspoffers 
fad ren sited fufpected to the World; ‘at rather 
“chofe to build it upon the Sword , tehich with more 
affurance commands Mankinde : Every Noveltie 
drawes menin for a while ; but where the gaine is 
Not great, they foone grow weary, unlefie compulfi- 
on holdthem on; therefore in his firft beginnings. 
when he was asked what Mzracles he had to approve 
his Deétrine,he drawing forth his Scymsitar, told, that 
Goa having hi ad his Aivisles {o long {lighted by the 
noredalitie of men, would now plane his Geri with 
a {trong hand, and no more leave them to the difcre- 
tion wr Tenor ant, and vaine man: and hat hee had 
therefore fent him in the power of the Sword , rather 
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then of Miracles: fromhence is it that now, theit

their hands: Neverthelefle, he fayled not to frame 
his Sec# fo as might take humane nature; Not the In. 
rellectuall part; for all Super{fition fubfifts on weak H)y- 
pothefes, whofe plaufible reafon may fora while pre- 
vailein the World, by poffefling fome fhaliow, rafh, 
peremptory braines , but cannot hold out long , un- 
lefieit have better reote, then thatof argument: He 
therefore made it comply with the maine parts of out 
Nature, Hope, and Feare: to the one he fet outa Pa- 
radice, to the other though not a # el, yecafhrewd 
Purgatory: his Preaching of Paradice,more then Hell, 
favours hope above feare , thereby filling the minde 
with good courage, which was much to his Miltary 
urpofe: for hee finding the Sword tobe the foun- 
dation of Empires, and that to manage the Sword, 
the rude and {enfuall are more vigorous, then wits 
foftned ina mild rationall way of civilize 5 did firft 
frame his in/fitutions to a rude infolent (cnfualitysatcer 
which edacation, he fitted his future pretences ju ft un- 
to fuch capacities: wherefore feeing that Mens opz- 
nions axe in great part,complexionall, and habitual, itis 
no wonder to fee them taken with promifes, which to 
us feeme beaftly , and ridiculous; they as much de- 
{pife ours; and in amore maturall way, every thing is 
received, not at the rate of its owne worth, but as it 
agrees with the receivers humour, whereby , their 
hopes , and feares though falle , prevailes as ftrongly 
as if true, and ferve the State as effectually , becaufe 
Opinion which moves all our Acéions, is governed by 
the Apparancy of things, nor by their zealtie :. Now 
to 
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tothe intent that the moft notable fasfies of men 
might be entertained, there are foure feverall orders 
in their Re/igion,all very malicious againit Christians, 
otherwile I havenot noted them vicious, excepting 
their profelt Sodomy, which in the Levant is not held 
avice: each Order upholds its reputation upon fome 
one peculiar vertwe, which alone it profeffes, not pre- 
tending to any other - The Calenderim upon Chaftity, 
wearing an ¢vom Ring through the skin of his yard, in 
{ome I have noted it capableof being taken of with 
{mall aéfficulty ; The Haggiemlar on eMufique , and 
love-fongs : The Terlacchion Revelations,and Enthu- 
frafmes,to foretell,and divert divine wrath: The moft 
rigid {pirits are the Dervéflar, like Baals Priests laun- 
cing themfelves with Knives: thefe Derviflar have 
murdered divers Ba/hawes, & alfo attempted fome of 
the Emperours, in the midft of their Armies ; .fo dan- 
gerous are violent /pzrits, when {econded by Religion, 
which being the only pretence in its way glorified to 
Vmpire Soveraigne authoritie, isto be kept within its 
due limits, left in ftead of Cooperating with the ftate,ic 
grow abufed beyond that ule. 

All thefe Sec7s are governed by ene Head, called 
the Mufty, whofe authoritie unites,and orders them ; 
fupprefling fuch diforders, asthe /cruples, or intere/fe 
of men raife: This Wufty is created by the Empe- 
your, to whom he isheldever fubordinate; which 
makes the Turkifh Theology excellently to correfpond 
with the Stste,as depending thereon:& feemes of rea 
{on more Politicke,then if this head. Ecclefiafticke were 
of another Countrey, or otherwife sadependant upon 
the Prince, whereby having interefles apart, he might 
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often make God Almightie {eeme to decree more con- 
forme thereto, then either to the occafions of the 
Prince, or Common wealth: forall Heathenifh Gods are 
uledlike Puppets; they feeme to {peake, yetis it not 
they, but the man who in aconcealed manner, {peaks 
through them, what he pleafes ; that partis ‘acted, 
by the Expounders of their A/corae now, as of the 
Oracles; or Sybiles bookes of old: Hereby the aufry 
ferves to animate the Souldiers, by colouring of pxb- 
lique imprefles with Divine authoritie,and alfo to de- 
cide Contreverfies, when they are too unruly for any 
arbitrement, not held Divine: wherefore he frequent- 


ly confullts with the Gram Vizier, who asthe Sowe of 


the State, ia/pires him to the purpofe thereof ; full of 
that God, he gives his oracles : They patle for groun- 
ded upon the Adchoran, which is given out for the 
Word of God: itis written in Arabicke verle, in 
forme of Dialogue, betweene the Angell Gabriel, and 
their Prophet, itis prohibited to be tranflated, which 
both preferves the Arabicketongue, and conceales 
Religion: All fet Texts are obnoxious to feverall Ex- 
pofitions, thence growes diffraction: So hath this 
bred foure different Sects of Mahometans, each inter- 
preting ivaccording tothe Genius of its Nation, the 
Tartars Simply,cthe Mores,and Arabs Super(litiou/ly-the 
Perfian ingenioufly, the Turkes with molt /iberty : each 
Nation {cornesto yeeld unto other in opinion, for ho- 
nours fake, efpecially the Twrke, and Perfian, who in- 
tending the Conqueft.of oneanother,doe after the old 
Cuftome'of Princes, dif-affedt their People in Religion 
toward the Evemy, that they may be more fierce, and 
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obftinace againit him, In this point the Tarke growes 
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Jifadvantaged ; for of late, his people begin to. bee 
infeGted with Perfiawifime: I have heard many of 
them in publique acknowledge the Perfians better 
eMahometans, then themfelves: which makes the 
Turkes much braver Souldiers upon the Chri/tian, 


then upon the Per/i 





fiaw, againftthe one, they are car- 
ryed by zeale, malice, and difdame > but againit the 
other,only bya Nasional emulation : This impreffion 
is made deeper by many other circumiftances, info- 
much as divers Zanizaries have told me,that they goc 
tothe Wars of Perfia, very unwillingly, but tothefe 
of Poland, or Hungary as to: paftimes : One of their 
Priefts told me of an old Prephecy, they have: That 
their Zmperour thould winne thered Apple, and in the 
feventh yeare after, ‘ifthey did notdefend themfelves 
bravely, the Chriftians {hould overcome them, but 
how foever,in the twelfth,they fhould at the furthett 
be overcomeby the Chriftians: The rca Apple (he 
{aid)was Con/tantinople, though fome(quoth he) hold 
it to be Rome : Tholding fuch prophecies, rather cun- 
ning, then true, .fearched after the Plot thereof ; 
wherefore 1 entreated him totell me, how much 
time was contained inthofeyeares :he an{wered that 
each yeare, fome had limited by the age of Mahomer, 
bat (quothhe ) in vaine, for itis prohibited us to 
fearch into the times appointed ; that claufe gave me 
fome light, for I remembred, among other caufes 
of a States prefervation, one aflignes proximitie of 
danger, his reafon is, becaule, apprehenfion of danger 
caufes vigilance, and diligence wherein lyes fafetie : 
hereupon this Prophet, tomake the 7: urkes vigilant a- 
eaintt the Chriftian, threatens them with the feventh 
2 yeare, 
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yeare,yet not fo snevitable,but valour may refift:and 
to make every yeare provided againft, as that, there- 
fore isit prohibited to fixe thetime determinate ; 
then their fatall. deftruGtion not to pafle the twelfth 
yeare,makes them in the meane while ufe the Chr7st7- 
ans as. their future deftroyers, with much hoftilitie, 
as a revenge anticipate : which ferves right to the pur- 
pofe of the State: and when all comes toall, thofe 
yeares(as fuch Propheticall times ule) are like to prove 
very long ones. 

Amongft other qualities, whereby -Mahomsets/me 

poffefles the minds of men, one is its pleafing do- 
rine , I remember when their Prophet in the Alca- 
ran askes the Aagell concerning venery, and fome o- 
ther delicacies of life,he celles him, that God did not 
sive man {uch appetites, to havethem fruftrate, but 
enjoy’d,as made for the guft of man,not his torment, 
wherein his Creator delights not ; Thefe kinde of 
opinions will ever be well-come to fleth, and bloud, 
whenas the contrary over-great feveritie of Difci- 
pline would have pleafed none, but fome few au- 
{tere complexions, and tothe greater part would 
have feemed but a perfecution of nature, or perhaps 
hypocriticall, whofe reputation might foone have 
beene loft in {candall. 

The cunning of that feconding humane inclination 
appeares in the different fuccefle of two politick acts 
of the Alcoran: the one permits Pofigamie , to make 
anumerous People, whichis the fousdation of all 
great Empires : The other pretending a divell in eve- 
ry grape, prohibits wives thereby ichardens the 
Souldier, prevents diforder, and facilitates publique 

provifion : 
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provifion: The firft as pleafing to nature is general- 
ly received: The other ts borne downe by appetite, 
foas more drinke wine, then forbeare:T hus he main- 
taining his inftitutions by feconding of humane dif- 
. pofition, fucceeds more readily, then thofe, whofe 
ordinances by croffing it , goeas it were againft the 
haire: Now the greateft numberof men being go- 
erned by pa(fzons, in all peoplethey have beene entet- 
tained, for the prefent lite, with luftice ; for the fu. 
ture, with Relzgiow: yetthere were ever found fome 
few Intellectuall complexions, in whom the Vader- 
ftanding prevayled above the Paffions : thofe difcer- 
hing wits could not receive the groffe fuppofals,upon 
whichthe Heathenifh fuperftitions relyed ;_ where- 
foretotraine them in fuch wayes as civill focieties 
require, they were inftructed ina feeming rationall 
way, wherein they were amufed about an intelligible 
world, ftored with rewards of honour, vertue, and 
knowledge, with punifhments of iafamy, vice, and tg- 
norance « thefe were to them in fteed of Elifian Fields, 
or Infernall Rivers, andas fome {coffers thinke , but 
little better of aflurance,onely righter framed to fuch 
capacities - by thefe /peculations, contemplative heads, 
whoelfe, might dangeroufly have bufied themfelves 
aboue State affaires, were finally mop’ d,and diverted : 
Towhich purpofe I have oft confidered , whether 
learning is ever like to come in requeft among the 
Turkes ; andas farreas conjecture may venture, I 
doubt not thereof, for /earninzis not admitted in 
the beginning of Evspires--emollit mores, necfinit e(fe 
feros , and {o weakneth the Sword: but when once, 
that hath bred greatse/fe, and /loth, then with other 
L 3 eff eminacies 
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Philofophers were banitht , as #aactive; butupon the 
conquefts of Carthage, and Greece they creptin: And 
the Turkifh Empire confifts much on thole Countryes, 
whofe ¢are makes /pecwlative wits, and which of old, 
bread the greatelt Divines, Philofophers,and Poets in 
the world ; wherefore though for fome ages, the 
Turkifh race may retaine its owne proper fiercene/fes 
yet in time, thofe fubtile clymates, and mixture in 
bloud with the people thereof, will Gentelze,and in- 
fe& it with the ancient foftnefle zaturall to thote pla- 
ces: Ihave often feene Copies of Jove veries, and 
fome few peeces of «Mathematiques palle amongft 
them with much applaufe: I faw one for finging,and 
compofing of two or three Sonnets, had ata feaft in 
Belgrado of Hungary, a Horfe given him worth neere 
twentie pound Englifh ; and inthe acceffe of all Arts, 
Poets have ever made the firft entry, as with their Fz- 
ctiens,and Muficke, apteft tocharme favage braynes, 
thus Orpheus in Greece, our Bards in England, began 
the Dance to all other Sciences : Statuary, and Picture 
can never come into Turky, by reafon of their Super- 
flitien, which not only abhorres worfhipping of {uch 
formes, but making of them; As for other learwing, 
it is like to infinuate, but by degrees, and with ma- 
ny repulfes, as acorruption moft pernicious to their 
Religion, efpecially the fearchiag parts of Philophy, 
which ftomacke that fenfuall Parad:/e, as hath beene 
noted in Averroes, Avicenna, and others, who could 
not endure it: Thereupon, the -4cademy which be- 
ganto rifeup at Bagadat was lupprelt: yet let. no 
man conclude that this can hinder Philofophy, for 
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there can never want wits ablero bend it to Religion 
with them, as well as P/ate with the Grecians, and A- 
gquinas With the Romanifts. 

Now the naturall courfe of things much follows 
the susne, whogives life to all, wherefore this Cy- 
clopediahath beene obferved to runne from £a/f, to 
Weft: Thus have moft Civilities, and Sciences come 
as {omethinke, fromthe Indian Gymnofopbifts, into 
Egypt,from thence into Greece, {o into Italy, and then 
over the Alpes, into thefe faint North-weft parts of 
the world, whence ifthe Z#quifition hinder not, per- 
haps they may pafle into thofe new Plantations Weft- 
ward, and then returne in their old circle among the 
Levantines, whole Wits feeme more abftrufe, and 
better fixt for contemplation, but ours more nimble 
and ready, foas their difcourfes are more profound - 
ours more {uperficiall, and plaufible, and were I to ac- 
count for the loffe of their ancient Authors, I fhould 
not only accufe Language, Tyranny, Warre, andinte- 
relfe Ecclefiaftigque, but e{pecially this different relith, 
and ftraine of our fascy from theirs, for Fhave found 
it in conceits, asin ayres of CMuficke : ingreat part, 
that takes not with them which much affects us, our 
very Reafon differs: Before I fhut up this point of 
Turkifh. Religion, 1 muft remember two principall 
points; one is Predeftination , the other Purgatory : 
the firft not meant in matter of Salvation, but of for- 
tune, and fucceffe in this life, they peremptorypermit 
to Defliny fixt,and not avoydable by any a of ours: 
I had two notable examples; one was-at Rhodes, 

where jult as we entred the Port, a French Lacquey 

ofour company dyed with a great plague Mire 
whic 










































which he had taken of the Guaners Maze, who with 
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one running upon him, converfed, and flept amongft 
us : The reft were fo farre from feare,at his death,as 
they fate prefently cating, anddrinking by him, and 
within halfe an houre, afcer his removall, flept on his 
Blanquet, with his cloathes in ftead of a Pillow ; 
which when I advifed them not to doe, they pointed 
upon their foreheads, telling me it was written there 
at their 6irth when they fhould dye ; they {caped,yet 
divers of the paflengers dyed thereot before wee got 
to Egypt : The other was at my paflageto dndrs- 
noplein Thrace , my felfe,the Jamzary, and one more 
being in a Coach, wee pafled by a man of good quali- 
tie, and a Souldier, who lyingalong, with his Horfe 
by, couldhardly {peake fo much, as to intreat us to 
take him into Coach ; the azizary made our com- 
panion ride his Horfe,taking the man in :whofe breft 
being open, and full of plague tokens, I would not 
have had him received; but he in like manner, poin- 
ting to his owne forehead, and mine, told me wee 
could not take hurt, unleffe ic were written there,and 
that then we could not avoydit ; the fellow dyedin 
the night, by our fides: and in our indemnitie ap- 
proved this confidence, to be fometimes fortunate, 
how wife foever; doubtleffe for the publiqueit cau- 
fes valeur , and prevents that ésterruption of Trade, 
wherewith the office of Health in Italy, ruines greater 
numbers daily, then any plague ever did: I thought 
this opinion of fate, had ufually taken men off from 
all induffriows careof their owne/ufety; but in dan- 
gers at Sea,and other cafes where diligence may evi~- 
dently import, I have ftill found the contrary ; and 
in 
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) in fuch accurrence as thefe, where indus try is not of 
i) manifett avayle; this affurane does not foe much 

hurtin leaving vainecare, asgood in ftrenthning the 
{pirits whofe decay yeelds aman up to all bad im- 
pre/sio ions: They admitno HeZ for any but thofe whe 
beleeve not Mahomet; their owne they affiight with 
reatory, which holds but till Doomes-Day; it is 
edinthe Grave; thepaine is inflicted by a bad 
Angell, wl hole force is leffened by a good one, accor- 
ine as the parties life was led; to ftrengchen this 
g fee they doe many wot kes of charitie: this 
furnifheth all Tarky witn excellent Hants, Hofpitals, 
and Meskeetoes ; this makes the beft bridges, and 
high wayes aie at tcan be imagined, and ftores them with 
fountaines for the reliefe of pafengers: Thefe faire 
works foe caufed, feemed to mee like daintie fruit 
growing out of a Dung-hill, butthe vertues of vul- 
gar minds are of fo bafe. anature, as muft bee manured 
with foolith Aopes, and feares, as being too erofle for 
the finer wutriment of reafon: Thefe were the chiefe 
points I obferved in their Religiow ; onely the manner 
of its exercife remaines which in btiefe, isthus: To 
every Meskeeto is adjoyned a high flender Spyre- 
fleeple,; onthe out-fide whereof on high, 1s madea 
round, with a doore opening South Eaft,or Ea/t, as the 
Countrey lyes towards Mecha, here the Prie/t en- 
tring, withhis hands bowed over his cares, w alking 
round, turning on the right hand, in aloud voyce tels 
the People many times over, that there is but one 
God. this being done, all the devouter fort, (which 
are not many ) goe to Church, and fay their prayers, 
continually repeating-- alloyh. Y alloy-Hibilleyph, that 
N 1S, 
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is, the feverall names of God; their ge/tures are firlt 
fitting aroffe legg'd, wafting of the body, then pro- 
ftrate cwice on their face, rhey kiffetheearth; after- 
ward they rife, and ftand with their hands bowed o- 
ver their cares, but never doe they kneele, or uncover 
thehead, holding thofe pofturesunmanly ; {o diffe- 
rent are the opinions of Nations, in point of reverence ; 
and decency: this fervice is performed five times a 
day:. firltat Day-breake; then at Mid-day; at midft 
of the After-noone ; at Sun-fet; and more then an 
houre after: . The firftand laft make a dainty fhow, 
having all the Meskeetoes, hung full of burning Lamps : 
this frequency of Prayer, requires none to the Church, 
but perfons at leifure ; others make their houfes.,. or 
high-wayes ferve, and was deviled by Sergius the 
Monke,.as it is thought, in imitation of his foure times 
of. Pater-nofter ; knowing that Re/zgiow runs no grea- 
ter danger thenof ob/:vien, and therefore fhould bee 
often called to minde: their-chiefe day is Friday, yet 
it hinders no*Market for ought I could. fee, and {ee- 
med of no. more regard, then the day of a Sazut al- 
moft. worne out :. they have two folemne times By- 
ram, and Ramdas , they are both Lents, the firft lafts 
threedayes, the otheramoneth: their failtis accor- 
ding to the Jewifb'manner, notin quantity, or qualitie 
of meats, but in time; forall day long, they may net- 
thereate, drinke, norufe any fort of Vemery; but at 
the appearing of the firft Starre, they make, them- 
felves.amends., in gluttonne(f[e, drankenneffe, and Luft ; 
they have one peece of Divinitie, which I wonder is 
not sran/plasted to other Countryes ; that is a cuftome 
of the Prie(fs. cofell.theix:merit;, fome more, fome 
a ae : | lefle,., 
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iefle, according to the Sanctimony of the Seller, and 
time limited ; Ionceat Sophia ; daw one fell the ver- 
sue Of twO Yeates hermitage fora peeee of blew cloth 
fufficient for two Turkifh coates 
Rice, abont five buthels Engli/h; price enough confi- 
dering the Ware in it felfe; and yct not deare, if wee 
reckon the advantages of a religious reputation. Next 
their Charch, I mutt place the Tribunals tor their 
Iudges are ever Ecchefiaftical perfons ; whereby both 
Orders joyned give réputatien to one anothers; and noe 
onely reputation, but waintenance; for thefe places of 
Iudicature are the onely preferment of the Prieft-hood . 
wherewith the Prie#, and Ivdge being maintained in 
the fame perfon, two gaps are ttopt with one buth, 
without caufing any part of the land to lye dead in 
the hands of the Clerey , or otherwife impoverithing 
the people with tythes: There are divers orders of 
Inages ; efpecially two; the Cady, and over him the 
‘Moulacady like a Lord Chiefe-luftice ; the {upreme 
head of Judicature is the Mufty;in great cafes, there lies 
appeale ; but none beyond the Mufty ; his Decrees the 
Emperour himfelfe will not queftion, for indeed they 
are {ecretly guided by his a/fent, and the Gran Viziers - 
Thefe Judges are all, excepting the Muffy, limited to 
fet Precin¢ts, and when coaviced of corruption, they 
are made horrid examples 3 The maine points, where- 
in Turki/h Iuftice differs from that of other Nations , 
arethree: itis more Severe, Speedy, and Arbitrary : 
They holdthe foundation of all Empire to confit in 
exact obedience, and that in exemplary /everitie ; which 
1s undeniable in all the World , but more notable in 
their State, made up of feveral] People different’ in 
Bloud, Sect, and Intere/fe, one from another, nor linke 
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in affeGion, or any common engagement toward the 


publique good , other, then what meere terror puts 
upon them; afmeet hand were wneffe@tuall upon fuch 
a fubject, and would foone finde it felfe flighted; there- 
fore the Tarkifh Infiice curbes, and executes, without 
cither remorce or refpeéts which fucceeds better , 
then ever didthe Romans, with all cheic milder arts of 
Civilttie; compare their conquefts, with thofe made 
by the Zurke; you fhall finde his to continue quer, 
and firme, theirs not fecure for many ags 5 witnefle 
firtt italy, then Greece, and France, alwayes full of Re- 
bellions , Confpiracies , and new troubles 5 which 
were caufed by their Aenity , that did not humble the 
conquered foe lowas it {hould; for rebellion is no- 
thing but boldaé/comtent ; {o that as there is required 
difcontent, fo mutt there bee alfo fome ftrength of 
Spirit , without which the défcomtent cannot quicken 
into rebellion, but faints into a ftupified humilitie: all 
vidory difgufts the fubdued; a milde victor leaves 
that difguft {piri for mifchiefe : but the remorce- 
lefle way of the Turke, mortifies it, by an op- 
preffion which fecures him: to this effect, 1 have 
heard diversof them boaft, that God hath appointed 
chem, for an iron rod ouer other Nations: and in 
moft parts of Tarky, efpecially sclavonia, Bofnab, 
Hungary , Macedonia, and Thrace, the fierceft people 
of that Empire over all pvblique places, he fets agreat 
von Club, tointimate, what they mut truft to; oor 
does hee fo much relye upon the peoples affeciien, 
which would tye him toa refpeG@full , and lefie abfo- 
lute domination, and then alfo bein their power to al- 


ter, as uponthat ftrength which is inhisowne hand 
makes. 
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makes him more himfelfe, and binds with the tye of 


feare, whereto humane nature is ever enthralled: 
The fecond point wherein their juftice excels, isthe 
quicke difpatch: Ifthe bufinefle bee prefent matter of 
fac? , thenupon the leaft complaint, the parties , and 
teftimonies are taken, and fuddenly brought before the 
Judge, by certaine Iasizaries , who with great ftaves, 
euard each freer, as our night Watchmen with Hol- 
berds, at Lowdon ; the caufe is ever in leffe then two 
houres difpatched , execution inftantly performed un- 
lefle it appeare a caufefo important, asis allowed an 
appeale tothe Moulacady, where alfo it is as {peedily 
decided: If it bee matter of té#/e, ox right, the parties 
name their witnefles who fhall prefently bee forced to 
comein; forthey haveno olddeeds, orany other 
reckonings beyond the memory of man; in fuch cafes, 
poffefston , and moderne right carryesit, without that 
odious courfe of looking too farre backe-ward into 
the times paft: this expedition avoyds confufion , and 
Cleares the Cowrt; whereby it becomes fufficietit for 
many caufes, and fo for a great people ; now as for the 
particular perfon, though fometimes hee feeme difad- 
vantaged by the haft, whichmay make judgement 
rath; yet that haft not being pa/foxate, it happens not 
often; nor then likely, is his dammage therein worfe, 
then with us, where after the (u/pence,delay, and charge 
of fuit, the ever-fight of a Lawyer, may with errour 
of pleading caft a good canfe; {oe that aftera man 
hath beene miferably detained to fuch difadvantage 
of his other affaires, as hee had better have loft his {uit 
at firft ; thendoth it finally depend not fomuch on 
its owne bare right, as upon the advocates {ufficiency ; 
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The lat notable point of their Judicature is, they have 
little Axe law, and therewith flourifhing, make good 
that of Tacitus--in pe[Sima Republica plurime legess yet 
they pretend to judge by the _4 lcoran; whereby the 
Opinion of divine authoritie does countenance thofe 
arbitrary decifions, which without fome authentique 
law to juttifiethem, would hardly bee endured ; This 
cAlcoran is manifettly no Booke of particular law 
cafes ; wherefore they pretend its ftudy doesnot in- 
forme the Iudge literally , but by way of illumination , 
which not being given to fecular perfons, does neat- 
ly put loofers off, from referring themfelves to the 
Text: The Inftice being arbitrary , makes it in their 
opinion, t he more to the purpofe of the publique; for 
the Iudges knowing themfelves but inftruments of 
State; andthat in its favour is their eftablifhment, they 
will ever judge by the incereffe thereof , if not out ot 
honefty yet for their owne advancement. 

I muft eternally remember the 7: urkifh juftice for 
honourable to Strangers , whereof I have twice had 
experience: Firft at Saraih, in Bofnab, where Lwas 
forced to Inflice bya Chriftian, whom I had fore 
wounded, for threatning to buy mee for a flave ; when 
the Caufe was declared by two Turkes my compani- 
ons; the Zedge not onely freed mee with words, and 
gefture very refpeaive, but fined my adverfary at for- 
rie Dollars, andmenaced him with death, ifany mil- 
chiefe were plotted againft me. 

Another time at Andrinople, eleven, or twelve of us 
fupping together, all Turkes but my felfe ; there was 
a Souleck, whoisan Officer very eminentabout the 


Emperours perfon; hee dranke fobeaftly drunke, as in 
the . 
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the night, hee having a lodging in the top of the Haze, 
miftooke himfelfe, tumbled off to the ground, and 
within few houres , dyed: ‘Thenext morning, all the 
company was imprifoned,but I, who inthe mght,had 
efcaped out ata decayed corner, of the Have, and hid 
my felfe under a Bridge, without the Czze; every 
man was fined as circumstance did either excufe , orag- 
eravate, the leaft payed foure thoufand A/pers , fome 
twice asmuch- The Ivdge by reafon of my flight, 
{ufpected fome extraordinary guilt in me,and had fent 
out Lanizaries for my apprehenfion. 

I feeing the outragious drunkenneffe of the Tarkes, 
had all my Voyage pretended for little leffe then a 
Commandement inthe Religion of my Countrey , not ta 
drinkeabove three draughts at amecting 5 whereby, 
the re{pect of con[cience gave mee that priviledge of to- 
briety, which no other excu/e could have: obtained ; 
wherefore when the Jadge was by the reft informed 
of my abftinence, and that [had no hand in the excefle, 
he called backe the 0fficers,and pronounced mee free.» 
wherein, whether hee regarded mee as abjlemi- 
ous, orasaftranger, I could not learne: One c#- 
frome in their Zuftice | have found, which confutes out 
vulgar maxime, that fayes nocommerce can bee main- 
tained without fidelity of oath, for all Zurky is but a 
mifcellany of people, whole Religions have little effect 
uponthe conftience, and that drowned in faction a- 
eainft oneanother , fome of them as the Zinganaes, 
doe not fo much as pretendteo any Ged: inthis cafe, 
an oath were of to flendercredit fot matters of zmspor- 
tance; for hee who will commit teftimony to oath, 
mutt beefure to uphold inthe people anamfu//, “n 
sonar 
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render fenfe of Divine power, ox elfeia trufting oathes 
with tryals, he exales kaavery in the opprefsion of truth 


wherefore they put not the witne(fes to oath, but exa- 
mine them apart; wherein fome wile Daniels may 
have fuch art of queftions fo wwexpected, and of fuch 


fecret comfequence as N0 premeditate agreement can 


prevent: A falfe witne(fe endures what the accufed 
fhould have done, had he beene guilty : The word of 
a knowne Tarke uponthe faith of a Wu//elman beares 
downeall other tefimony, unleffe relieved by ftrong 


° circumftance: T: ree women make but one witnelfe. . 


Wien any man dyes , the land in molt parts of 
Turky, isin the Empereurs eift, who alfohath the 
senth of his moveables : Thereft firft payes the Wia- 
dowes their lointure agreed, and inrolled ; then what 
remaines is equally divided among his children : The 
fonne of any great Commander, neither inherits his fa-

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behind them; yet did I fee many very confidently 
ftay behind, and make their peace for moncy with 
the Gevernenrs of Provinces: fometold mee that if it 
fhould come to the Emsperours notice, hee would put 
thofe Governors to cruell deathes , and certainly fuch 
errours can haveno lefle remedies : wherefore Poly- 
sive, and others as they write, thatthe Africans were 
alwayes more covetous then thofe of Ewrepe , foalfo 
doe they accufe them of more crueltie ; and fome- 
times crueltie is not only the cwre of their avarice, but 
the effec? of it, for they gladly take any colour for 
execution upon thofe whofe death affords a good 
confi{cation: The fourth point propofed was their 
morall parts: Thofe | compare to Glaffes: the edu- 
cation and /awes of a Country are the moulds where- 
in they areblewne to this, or that fhape, but the se#- 
tall is the {pirit of aman, therefore with that I wali 
begin: It hath beene maintained, that men arenatu- 
rally borne, fome for flavery, others to command : 
divers complexions make men timid , dextrous , patient, 
induftriows , andof other qualities right for fervice 5 
others are naturally magnanimous , confiaerate , rapacte 
ows, daring, and peremptory ; Nomancan fay, Nature 
intends the one fort to obey; the other torale; for if 
Nature have intentions , yet is it vanitic to argue them 
by our modell --- quis illi a fecretis ? but fure the latter 
are very prone to invade the others, and they as apt to 
beare: This difference of Spirit is manifelt’, fome-

tate: [clad in Turki/h manner, rode withtwo Turkes,

Arche not very clofe, yet much defenfive againtt 
Sanne, and rame: V pon the taking of any Towne,the 
firft thing ‘they erect, is publique B. thes, which they 
eftablifh with faire revenues ; fose hat for ni © then 
cwo pence, any man, or woman may be bathed with 
cleane linnen, andnever.atrendant ; it isdeath for any 
man to enter when women bath, which hee fhall know 
by a Barrebefore thedoore: bee or /hee who bathe not 
twice, or thriceaweceke, are held zaffy; every time 


, they make'water or other uncleane exercife of nature, 


they wath thofe parts, little regarding who ftands 
by; ifa Deg chance totouch their Aana,they wath pre- 
fently ; before Prayer they wath both face, and hands, 
fometimes the head, and privities : many of their Cu- 
{tomes have beene in Egypt thoufands of yeares before 
Mahometi[me s 
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4 tahometil ‘mes{o necefl: ary a thing to prevent difeafes, 
is cleanlinefle in hot Coumtryes, and to men of grofie 
food; tothis Herodotus a{cribesthe old circumcifion 
in Egypt, and fo doe I that of «Mahomet, who hadno 
diviser warrant, and cared not for bare imitation : for 
the Authors of Superfiition when they finde Cw- 
ffomes very ufefull , knowing that reafon fuflices not 
to hold them in prattice with the vulgar, they plane 
them amonefttheir other ceremonies, and make them 
con{cientious, whichis the onely way to put them up- 
on low capacities : in the skirts of each Towne, neere 
fome river, or other pleafiag profpedt there ufe to bee 
round open Garden-houfes, where any may fit, and 
pafle time: Befides all former ref{pects, there is a no- 
ther feate, which furnifhes Zarky with magnificent 
Bridges, Hanes Meskeetoes, High wayes, and other pub- 
lique firactwres.; that isthis : When any Provincial 
Governour, is both for riches, and rapine, notorious, he 
is {ure ere long to be circumvented, or elfe layed open 
totheaccufer, fora confifcation ; Hee toprevent this, 
hath no fairer way, then for the good, to make 
fome worke of eminent magnificence; wherein. hee 
gaines two fafe points of reputation, in being held 
Pious, and exhautt; the one Spps: the Accufer, “the o- 
ther the E xchequer : Their Diet is very full, and grofle, 
they willrefufe all dainties fora peece of fat CMut- 
tom , that they feeth with Rice, which is the moft ge- 
nerall food they ufe., they « call that mixture Pilawe, 
over it they put milke made thicke, and fower, called 
Yugurt, with Peale, Rice, and Muttos they make their 
Porrage Churbah : thefeare the three ordinary dithes 
of Turky ; they want not otheys,as Laxwry, or neceflitie 
require: 
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requ ire: Their mighty eatiung g Limpute to the anid 
ing g of water, which after awhile; makes.a eood {to- 
macke, as by experience I found: They shane b bloud, 
and things ftrangled, and care little for fi/h, or fowle, 
but often buy themalive, to let themgoe; whereto 
they pretend no Metemp pfuchofis, or sr other’ rea- 
fon, but that c of naturallicompaftion. wherein they 
are! fo g00d , as to let fowle feede of their Granaries, 
spear inthofe of Lofeph, at Gran Cairo, aplace is 
left aes for it Birds, and fome thoufandsot Ryalls 
yearely wean of fo the fame to the Bafhab ; thus 
are in Turky all Biras to >tame, never ufed to violence, 
as I have shrecan ie my Coate dae?

The onely beaftly peece of sj ‘aftice] iT HoandentOads the 
Turkes, was their confic ence, to cat tch or buy up for 
Slave, any Chriftcan they finde in the Conntrey 5 nor can 
hee efcape unleffe where he bee a fet st knowne Mer- 
chant, or goe with {ome Protector --  T met with many 
who in fuch Voyages as mine had falne fhort, and pre- 
phefiedthe like tome: Thave divers times beene put 
to defend my felfe with my Kzife, from being fho- 
ved intohoufes , by thefe who would have kept mee 
a Slave. and {carce any day paft , but fome or other 
cheapned 1 mee with the Jawizary ; whoif he had fold 
mee, Lhadno remedy, befide what difdaine of life 
might 
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my danger, and againft which, there is‘no preparati- 
on of aflurance,but ina finall refolution; yet as much 
as in mee lay, Iufedtwo wayes of prevention, one 
was when they queftioned my condition, & defigne, 
which was often; I gave them feverall accounts, as 
Fnoted the Place, and Auditory ; ftill in effe@ to thew 
me borng vich,but falne to poversie, without any faule 
ofmines my friendsall dead, and that having noa- 
bilitie for gaine,, Thad wager'd the {mall reliques of 
my fortune, uporia returne from Conjiantinople, and 
Cran Cairo: this though farre below my fortunes, yet 
pafled with them for truth sand {uch a one, as embel- 
lefhed with fit circumftance, procured me efteeme, 
and compaflion ; and which was‘above all, made me 
appeare unprofitable to the buyerfor they buy more 
in hope of ranfome, chen fervice’: and therefore of. 
tem enquired, where I had-aniy correfpondence : my 
other way was to notethe tertiteries ad joyning, with 
the wayes for flight, to ftudy our company : and 
giving winerofome, money to others, Tever kept in 
fecret penfion fome-of thé Caravan'who underftood 
the /axewace, and told’mee all that paft': then ineach 
place ofabode, I acquainted my felfe with forme Rez 
ntgadee, whofe tory after he had delivered, Iknew 
how tomake him fo much my friend, as incafe of 
daaeer , would have helpt me to flye, or conceale: 
herein was the moft'expence,and unquiet of my voy- 
age: this excepted, «the Twrki(/h difpofition is gene- 
Fous, loving, and"honeft; fo farre from falfifying

might have prefented : this Iheld the worlt part of 
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with me, if I had an-hundred lives, I durft venture 
them upoo his word, efpecially if he bea naturall 
Turke,no More, Arab, or Egyptian; to thofe I never 
committed my felfe, till they had engaged wife, and 
children for my fafe delivery : They feldome travell 
fingle, butexpeaing till a great nnmber be bound 
for the fame place; goe, and lodge together: this {e- 
cures from thieves unleffe they come in troopes, and 
then the Governour fends againft them: Though 
oreat part of Turky be but of new plantation , and 
therefore not yet populous., neverthelefle, in every 
place of good pafturage, there are Shepheards, fome 
of them with flocks of two or three thoufand , fee- 
ding from one Citie, to another , which caufes {uch 
plentie in Towne, aad Countrey ,as for an halfe-pen< 
ny in moft cownesthey fell, as much rofted Mutton, 
as one man caneate,and fortwo fhillings three-pence, 
I have feenea live fat theepe boughs in places two 
hundred miles from any C7tée. In moit townes an 
halfe-penny loafe will {ufiice two oF three men a 
meale: This plenty was firft caufed by depopulati- 
on, but will in time, breed greater numbers of their 
owne race: The naturall Twrkes, and the Renegadoes 
are not fubject rothofe taxes and tolles of Chriften- 
dome nor istheir quiet, and plentie fit to be publifhed 
among the adjoyning Chriftians , only vineyards in 
whofe hand foever, pay to the Spahyes, to the Guardl- 
ans, and others, becaule Wine is a prohibited Ware 5 
yecafter all thofe perfecutions., it-is much cheaper 
there, then in Chriftendome, but notevery where to.be 
had, for though in that point,M@ahomets wile order fuf- 


fer violence, yet with the betcer part it prevailes, ane 
: | makes 
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makes fome drinke with fcruple, others with danger; 
the bafer fort when taken drunke,are often Baffinadoed 





onthe bare feet; and I have font fome after a fitof 


drunkenneffe, lyea whole night crying, and praying 
tO Mahomet for interceffion , that I could not {leepe 
neerethem; fo ftrong is confcience even where the 
founda ation is but imaginary: This want of wine hath 
deviled other drinkes to. their meate 5 for the better 

fs tt; as ¥{aph which is water fod with wee ins, fome- 
times with Honey ; but above the reft, they efteeme 
Sherbets made with Sugar, the juyce of Lemmons; Pea- 
ches, dpricockes, Violets, or other Flowers, Freits, and 
Plumbes as each countrey affoords; thefe are dryed 
together, into aconfiftence reafonable hard,and por- 
table for: eheir ufe in Warre, or elfe-where, mingling 
about a fpoonefull with a quart of water’: They ‘have 
another drinke not good at meat, called Cauphe made 
of a Berry, as bigge asa {mall Bease, dryed ina Fur- 
nace, and beat to powder, of a foote colour, in tafte 
alittle ¢ Bitterifh that they “feeth, and drinke hote as 
may beéndured:' it is god all houres of the day, but 
elpecially morning, and evening, whea to that pur- 
pofe, they entertaine themfelves 2 or 3 houres in Caz- 
phe- how fe es, which inall Turky abound more then Innes, 
and Ale-houfes withus :° itis thought. to be the old 
blacke broth ufed fo much by. thé Liacedemonians, and 
dryeth il humors inthe ftomacke, comforteth the 
braine, never caufeth drunkennefle, or any other fur- 
felt, and isa harmeleffe entertainment of good fellow- 
fhip, for there upon fcaffolds,halfe a yard high, and 
covered with Mats, they fit ‘oroffe- lege’d atter the 
Twrki{h mannersmany times two or three hundred to- 
QO 2 gether, 
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gether, talking, andJikely with fome poore Muficke 


pafling up and downe: The Muficke of Tarky is worth 
conifideration; throughvall thofe vafte Dominions, 
there xrunnes one tune,and for ought I hard,no more, 
nor can every man play that; yet fcarceany but hath 
a fiddle, with two fhrings, and at Feafts , and other 
meetings, will confidently play upon it, but hee 
knowes not to what tune, nor can play the fame 
twice over; this 1anfure.of; for to makeexperiment, 
J have-ventured to play at diversmeetings, pretending 
the ayers.of my countrey, tonmote whether they‘had 
skill-orno,and tooke fo well as:they have often: made 
me play againe’s then I found their skill and mine a- 
like, for I never underftood the leaft touch of any in- 
ftrument ; Nothing couldsmore difguile their Geass 
unto me, who was ufedto.gueffe at the fanfiesof men 
by theayres wherewith I found them moft taken, al- 
moft-asmuch as by their difcourfe: I muft not for- 
ect tonote their Jeloufie , wherein a Turke exceeds an 
Italian, as farreasheus; the caufe is Polygamy, which 
makes the husband guiltie of infufficient corre{pon- 
dence and therein fearefull that his wife may feekea 
further fatisfaGion ; therefore their women goe muf- 
fled all but theeyes, norre fuffred to goe to. Church, 
or fo much as looke out at the windowes of their 
ownehoufes: The man may.divorce when he will, 
with reftitution of Ioynture, and fome further fatis- 
faction, as the iudge pleafes., yet not without fome 
reafonable pretence againft the woman: Ifaw at 4a- 
arinople a woman with many of her friends went 
weeping to a Judges where in his prefence, fhe tooke 
of her Shooe , and held ic the fole upward , ‘but fpake 
nothing 
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nothing; Lenquired whatinmeant, one told me, it 
was the ceremony uled when amarried: woman com- 
plaines that her husband:would abufe her againtt na- 
tute, whichis the only caufe, -for which fhe may fue 
adivorce as fhee then did; thatdelivery by way of 
Embleme, {eemed neate., where the fa was'too un- 
cleane for language: There:are very few beggars in 
Turky, by reafon of the creat plentic of Victwals ; on- 
ly one fort I wondred at , that is their Sastones who 
are able cunning Rogues, much like our Tom of Bed- 
famss ever with fome {uch difguife to pretend a cra- 
zed braines but they a# in a more grave,/ublime, and 
meeke way then ours ; why thefe are refpected,1 could 
never heare any reafon otherthencompaffion ; but I 
obferved fuch a reverence borne them , as mademee 
thinke itreligiowss nor is it ftrange , that (uperftitions 
fhould honour all eclypfe of underftanding , whole 
light difcovers themtoofarre: There is no people 
more courteous of Salutation , then the Turkes ; in 
meeting upon the high-way, one witha /toope, and his 
hand upon his breaft, bids Salaum Aleck, the other 
with like obeifance, replyes Aleck Salaum-, and when 
anyone comes into company,the eit {alucehim with 
a Merabbah Swltanum, ever {weerning their converfa- 
tion,with {uch accentof pronunciation, and:fo much 
refpective gefture, as favoursof agentle Genius, free 
from that rudeneffe,whereof they are accufed: Their 
Sepultures are notable; thofe of Princes or ereat mtn, 
are covered over with /i/ke, or cloth of gold, witha 
Turbant, atthe Head, and fet under a vaulted Arch 
{upported by foure Marble pillars ; fomewith 2 lit- 
the Cocke of fowntaine water,and damps continually bur- 
O 3 ning ; 
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they built one, but never within ic ; the more ordina- 
ry, are buryed in fome pleafant place without the Ci- 
tie, with an high {tone ftanding at the head, and anc- 
ther at the feet; tharatthehead, hath fometimes an 
Epitaph, and.if it be aman of qualitieis made at top 
«a forme of a Tarbant. thofe who beftow a Marble- 
fone over them, have it in the middle cut through a- 
bout a yard long,and a foot broad; therein they plant 
fuch kinde of plants , or flowers as endure greene all 
the yeare long ; which feemetogr ow out of the dead 
body, thinking thereby to reduce it againe into play, 
though not in the Scene of fenfible creatures , yet of 
thofe vegetable, which isthe next degree , and per- 
haps a preferment beyond the dutt. 

The Turkifh Nation cannot yet be generally aban- 
doned to vice, having two fuch great enemies , the 
Chri(tian on this fide, the Perfian on that ; were they 
once removed, it wouldfoonecorrupt, like Rome af- 
ter the fall of Carthage and Antiochus, or worle for 
chen it would havea farre greater Empire , than ever 
the Roman was,not is it much leffe already, nor want- 
ing fomuch in extent, as it exceeds in being more 
abfolute,and betrercompact. Ithathever beene,and 
yetis the vanitie of Nations, coefteeme themfelves 
civeller , and more ingenious , becaufe more curtous 
in fuperftitions than other people, whofe moderati- 
on, diverfity, or difdaine of thofe follies, they terme 
barbarous, and beaftly ftupidity, uncapable of fuch 
illuminations ; thus of old, thecZgyptians defpifed 
the Greciass , they the Romanes 5 the Romanes all the 


World; and at this day the Papéfs us, the Jewes 
them; 
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them ; the Mahometans all. After this difcourfe of 


the party imperiall , I muft not forget thofe cther 
Sects which it hath in its fubjection; they are gene- 
rally Chriflians , and lewes + Chriffian ftrangers they 
call freink, but their owne SubjeGs are either £a- 


tines, Armenians, Greekes, or of another fort whereof 


I have feene infinite numbers in all that tra@ of Bul- 
$47y, and Serviah, whoare baptized onely in the 
pame of Saint /ohz, their difference T. beologicall | en- 
quired not, but in faction I noted them fo de{perate 
malicious towards one another, as each loves the 
Turke better than they doe either of the other, and 
ferve him for informers , and inftruments again{t one 
another: the hatred of the Greeke Church to the 
Romifh was the loffe of Belgrade in Hungary, andisat 
this day fo implacable , as hee who imany Chriftian 
warreuponthe Turke , fhould expec the leaft good 
with from the Chriffians inthofe parts, would finde 
himfelfe utterly deceived: I often was helpt by 
Zurkes, and Renegadoes, againtt the malice of their 
Chriflians 5 at Rhodes they informed the Bafhae of us 
for burying a Boy of our company, and but for a 
Spani/h Renegadoe , it had colt eur libertic. The La- 
tines are Papifts, but fo few, and defpifed, as not to be 
reckoned, : The: Armenians or Chaldeans, are alfo 
Chriftians , but have a deeper tin@ture of  Mahome- 
tefme thanthe reft: The Greeke Church feemes little 
inferiour in number to the Rowan, for though the 
Catholickes are thicker in France, Spaine, Germany, and 
Italy, than the others in Turkie, (Mafcovie , and Per- 
fia ;yet their Provinces doe fo infinirely exceed thofe 
inextent, as will make the Greeke Church, though 
in 
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in thinner Plantations, more numerous than the o- 
cher: This proportion was aflured cleare before the 
loffe of Conjtantinople, which to Rome it felfe, if not 
confidered as. a Corrivall, was a deepe blow. Now 
in all Turky, the number of Chriftians is wonderfully 
abated, for befide the flaughter in conqueft, they are 
daily diminifhed) by other arts. The Turke takes a 
more pernicious. way to extinguifh: Chriftianitie, 
than ever the Heathen Emperours did ; their hot per- 
fecutions got them the envie which followes cru- 
elty, and made the people compaffionate the afflicted 
caufe, whereby commiferation which is a ftrong 
piece of humane nature, blew the flame of zeale, and 
raifed more affection to the caufe, than terrour could 
fuppreffe ;. thence came. the faying, Sanguis Marty- 
ram Semen Ecclefie: the Tarke puts none to death for 
Religion, whereby none: from Fire, or Gallowes 
moove compafiion to their caule, Hee rather fuckes 
the purfe, than unprofitable blood, and by perpetuall 
poverty renders:them low towards: himielfe, and 
heavie to one another: Hee: turnes the Chriftian 
Churches into Meskeetees, much fuppreffing the pub- 
like exercife of Religion’, efpecially: of the Romilh, 
though notutterly, fo that cach gencration becomes 
leffe inftruéted: than other infoxnmch thavat this 
time(as by tryallI found.) many who:profeflethem- 
felves: christians , {carce know what they: meane by 
being fo; Finally’, perceiving themf{elves poore:, 
wretched; taxed,-difgraced, deprived of chert chil- 
dren , andfabje@ to theinfolence ofvevery: Raskall,. 
they begin to confider, and preferre this prefent 


World, before that-other whichthey fo little:une' 
derftand 
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derftand, This turnes fo many thoufands to Maho- 
met ani[me, and prevailes with leffe fcandall, than fire 
and {word would doe, in as much as it goes leffe 
harfh with a man to forget his Religion, than to de- 
fie it ; for confcience wrought on by education, 
holds the minde of man, as a lace wound about a bo- 
dy , the Zurki/h courfe unlaces it by degrees, as it had 
beene wound up, fo bringing it off cleare; but bloo- 
dy perfecution ftriving to pull it away at a {natch, 
is too fudden a violence, difordering and intangling 
things fafter then they were. | Thus if we view thefe 
affaires no further than the eye of reafon can reach, 
hee feemes in a probable way to taint all the CAri/ts. 
ans under his Dominions; but it muft be the worke 
of time ; inthemeane-while, they ferveto fill his 
coffers, and in effet fupply him with Gzbesuites;and 
Husbandmen totill his Land, while his d¢u//elmen 
arereferved to the commanding employment of the 
Sword. Therefore hee dorh not much care for a ge- 
nerall converfion,as appeared in Solywan the fecond, 
who feeing a company of many thoufands fall 
downe beforehim, and hold up the fore-finger , (as 
their manner of converfion is) hee asked what moved 
them to turne, they replyed it was to bee eafed of 
their heavie taxations ; hee difdaining that bafenefle, 
or not willing to loofe in tribute , for an unfound ace 
ceffionin Religion, rejected their converfion , and 
doubled their taxations : Nevertheleffe particular 
Convertites , if ferious, voluntary, and Perfons of 
important condition, are received with honour, and 
large reward, efpecially ftrangers ; I faw at Belgrade 
a feaft carryed by aboue threefcore perfons, and ia 
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all, @Horfe worth at leaft: thirty pounds, fent from 
the Ba/bae to one of thefe at the day of his circumei- 
fien, and I was told hee had neere.a thoufand Dollers 
| given by others; but hee had borne good office in 
Wid Tranfiluamia, 1 once met at a feaft a youth whofe 
thet Facher was. Governour of a neighbour Towne in 
Be Tranfilvania, fomeina jefting manner threatned cir- 
vt cumcifion to us both : I knowing rheir intercft lay 
all cowards him, firft fevered my caufe from his, and 
then jefted my felfe off. Butthe next day, they fene 
Naa toapprehend him, and if fome of his Countrymen 
: had not help: him ever the Dasubive by night , hee 
had beene fhut up, for beftde the invereffe of ftate, he 
was ahandfome youth, and his-Father able for ran- 
fome, which are two {trong:metives:, unleffe it bee 
upon fuchtermes, there is feldome any compulfion 
of conicience, and then not- by deach, where no ¢ri- 
minall offence givesoccafion. I did much converfe 
with Resegadoes, and hadgood opportunity by their 
Italian tongue, te found what {pirirs' they were, and 
on what'motives. they fell off 3 generally I found 
them Atheifts, who left our caufe for the Tarki/h as 
the more thriving in the Word, and fuller of prefer- 
ment: thefehate us not otherwife than.in thew 5 un- 
lefle where they finde themfelves abhorred for their 
Apoftacy'; then take heed, for in-your ruine they get 
both revenge, and reputation of zeale ; but with a 
more opportune behaviour , I have wonne mueh 
courtefie from them, and upon eccafion, put my life 
at one oftheir diferetions , and found him Noble: 
the(e are the voluntary Resegadves; there are another 
fort, whom hard ufage, and captivity brings in, ra- 
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ther than vany ambition, or di! foutt at home. Thele 
though neceffitate to hold on, yet they beare a great 
goodwill to Christians, and | ikely adeepe grudge to 
the Twrkes ; 1 firft noted this by an Eunuch be the 
Garrifon of ‘Belerade, had with money made him 
to friend, againft any neceflity of flight, 7 going 
to vifithim in his houfe, nigh ‘the River Danabius, 
found him alone very drunke ; hee out of that heat, 
and experience of my engagement , fell to'rayle a. 
painft the Turkes, and withall fhewing mee how they 
had marred his game, well (quoth he ¢) doe bit if 
that River, there feldome hath paft weeke, finc 

have beene in this City, (which was halfe a oat) ) 


but fome night or other, [ have throwne fome of 


their children the rein, andtold mee that formerly in 
othe places, hee had done many fuch fecret reven- 
ges, for their gelding of him: before my ¢x perrence

worldly , wherefore feeing how-many daily  goe 
from us to them, and how few of theirs to US : dt ‘ap- 
peares.of what confequence the profperity of a ¢ cafe 
Pe o ara men unto it, and how gna hd they 
judge of all other merit.. The chiefe Se& whereof I 
defited to be enformed was the lewes; whofe mo- 
derne condition is more condemned,then underftood 
by Chriftsan-Writers , and therefore by them delive- 
red with fucha zealous ignorance , as never gave me 
fatistaGion: Their primitive profeffion was Shep- 
heards , whofe innocent kinde of life had leifure for 
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the ftudy of that Hyerarchie, which in-after times, 
their fetled pofleffion of Canaan,put.into ad; But (as 
we daily fee,) Neceffitie makes fhifts , and nothing 
corrupts cleare wits more then defperate fortunes,and 
forreine converfation . fo it befell them in their fre- 
quent Captivities, wherein the malice of their eftate, 
and corruptions of the Gentiles, did extreamely de- 
bauch their old innocence, and from Shepheards, or 
Tillers of land, turned them te what they now are, 
Merchants, Brokers, and Cheaters ; hereto is added 
no {mall neceffitie from their Religion, which as of 
old, fo at this day, renders them more generally odi- 
ous, then any one fort of men, whereby they are dri- 
ven to helpe themfelves by thifts of wit, more then 
others are; and foas it were bandying their faction, 
againit the reft of Mankinde, they become better ftu- 
dyed, and practifed in malice,and knavery, then other 
men: This makes them thrive notwithftanding all 
their oppreffions,to fuch exceffive riches,as by them- 
felves,I have heard alleadged as a teftimony of divine 
Beneasétiow > They aregenerally found themoft nim- 
ble, and «Mercariall wits in the world ; which in 
part, is def{cended from the originall complexion of 
their forefathers, who gave notable teftimonies of a 
{ubtle generation; and hath beene much advantaged 
by their -4f6faicall inQticution of Dyet ; athing ofno 
{mall effe& to refine the bloud, and {pirits in fo many 
defcents ; yet aboveall, I impute it to this unceffant 
néceffitie, and exercife of wit, whichever keeps it up, 
without growing too remiffe , and ftupid,as ufually 
happens, where menare not quickned by fuch occa- 
fions: Hercuponit is,that every Vizéer,and Bafbae of 
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State ules to keepe a /ew of his private Coun! fell, 
whofe malice, wit, and experience of Chriffendome, 

with their continuall intelligence , is thought toad- 
vife moft of that mifcheife , which the Turke puts in 
execution againftus; Neverthelefie,in moft of their 
converfation, I noted rather the dexteritie of a Chea- 
ter, or Mountebanke, then any folid wifdome ; and 
fo in their raylings at Chr##, few invade him by any 
ftayd politicke way of Athei/me, moft of them pro- 
phane him with beafidy tales or fuperftitious ac- 
counts; Divers of them read the new Teftament ma- 
licioufly to cavill, andelude the miracles of Chri/t, 

wickedly imputing them to confpiracie among the 
Actors, and partialirie in the Writers, as ofa Le- 

gend ; above all et iaa in Scripture, they abufe thar, 

where itis faid, that when he was to.goe up tothe 
Pafleover, but few dayes before his Death , his 
kindred, and thofe about him did not yet beleeves 
whereby they (not knowing faith to be the gift of 
grace, rather then of reafon) {lander his miracles for 
not fo manifeft as we conceive: Onceat their cele- 

bration of a Sabbath at Nin Serviah, I was walking. 
with divers of their Rabbines , ¢ fpecially one, much 
reverenced by the reft, who was principall of the S¥= 
wagogue at Sophya . hee would needs urge a difcourfe 
of Chriffianity ; where after his malice! had wearied it 
felfe, I asked him whether it were not an undenyable 

figneof Divine ayde to eurcaufe, that with fucha 
meeke humilitie, as that ot Chrift, had raifed it felfe. 
over all the proudeft Oppreffors; He (as the nature 
of poyfon is to infe&things of moft contrary cone. 
dition) perverting this reafon, replyed that Cars/t 
ps came: 
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came when the world had beene tamed by the Ro- 
mans, whofe cruell victories, and heavy yoake had 
broken the Spirits of moft Nations , whereupon he 
would not build his Religion as the old Heathen had 
ever done, upon Hereique brave as, but on the con- 
trary meeke humilitie of contrite hearts ; which be- 
ing the greateft number, (efpecially by thac ume they 
come to governe) caufes it to prevaile fo well; This 
feeminga cold Atheifme , he farther made vaine, 
with an addition concerning the feverall ages of the 
World; comparing the cafe with this Microco| me 
of man, whofe infancy is fimple; youth braves man- 
hood firme; but his decaying age faints till the end 
fhutsallup ; each of thefe periods did hee pretend 
guided by Doétrines futable , and to the latter re- 
jected Chriftianity , whofe humble contempt of the 
World , heafcribed to the Worlds old age, (asin 
man ) growne weary oft felfe; After an{wer hereto, 
I defired to underftand fomewhat of their Cabal, 
which I had alwayes held the great fecret of the 
Tewes ; 1 demanded whether it confifted in that Arithe 
meticall fignification of letters as we fuppofe, telling 
him withall, that itfeemed ftrange, how /etters, and 
words which were impofed differently by the humor 
of man, could touch upon the'realitie of things in 
themfelves, which did not acknowledge our devices 
Heanfwered, thatin part the Caball did depend upon 
letters , and words , but only Hebrew , wherein Adans

When I confidered this Art., it put me in minde of 
what the Prophet fayes to the Church of Ifrael--T4y 
habitation ts in the mid[t of deceivers: for although in 
things of inferiour natures , as well as in the paffiens 
of man, there are--molles aditus , Cr apta tempera, 
wherein they are better difpofed for this, or that ime 
preffion,then at other times , yet doe not thefe open 
them further then to.an agent that comes opportune, 
and in a way naturally proper to the pre-difpofition 
of the fubje&; thus.a Feaver is cafier cured at one 
time, then another 5 one medicine hits oneaccefle,an- 
other the next;the like may be obferved in all things; 
butto extend this beyondits due limits,andto wayes 
impropper, as to withing, writing, {peaking and other 
charmes, which cannot reach the realitic of things, 
comes 
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comes to as profound a nothing,as Hermes his Sigil/,or 
Paracelfus his Spel againt Flyes : Their great councell 
of Sanbedrin confifting of {eventie one in imitation of 
Moyfes,and his feventie Elders,not being able to worke 
fuch wonders , did neverthelefle Rtrive to continue the 
reputation of the old Thearchy; to that purpofe they 
glorified this devife of Cabal, whofe pretence of fecret 
|| information-from God , even in their forfaken times, 
|) ferved them as Nwwsa his pretended meetings with the 
|| Nymph Egeria, Mahemets raptures with the Angell 
Gabriel, and the like, to countenance their Ordinances 
!| with Divine repute among the People; This devife 
was well framed to take with the Jewes , who general- 
ly are light, ayeriall , and fanaticall braines , {pirited 
i) much like our hot 4pocalyps men, or fierce expounders 
|| Of Daniel, apt to worke themfelves into the fooles Pa- 
|, radife of a fublime dotage: They expect their Meffias 
|) withan unwearyed aflurance; and as all Propheticall 
) delayes doe eafily find excufe,fo have they ; reftoring 
| their hope with augmentation of glory in the more 
perfect tryall ; Athis comming,they expec a tempo- 
rallkingdome, whereof I heard them difcourfe with 
{o much guft, as feemed to havea touch of the Saddy- 
cy, whofe appetite relifhes a prefent fruition, better 
then the ftate of Refurreétion; To difcover this fully, 
| Itoldthem that my thought it might feeme to them 
| but juft , that all chofe who had lived, and dyed con- 
{tant expecting the Meffias , fhould not by untimely 
Death loofe the fruits of their conftancy,but be refto- 
red to Life, at his comming, to eajoy and make up his 
Kingdome ; this they received with much applaufe, 
and (as flattery ufes to be ) it was by them held an illu. 
| mination,which they embracing of me,feconded ps 
| ch 
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fuch'a Romanze of their future kingdome, as theweda | 
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thirft of revenging their captivities , and therewith to 
enjoy the world inthat timely Refurrection:. Above 
all bleffings given of God , they preferre that Of +17 
creafe and multiply; Toholdita bleffing they have rea- 
fon; but why that fhould be thought the greatelt, I 
know nots unleffe becaule of their Salacity, ever noted 
for -. projetti(Sinea in libidinem Gens , and {o aptto grow 
like the fands of thé Sea in number; of elfe for propa- 
gationof the kinde, which is the chiefe act of thofe 
whoconfider themfelves no higher, then as parts of the 
World,and ofthat taken in the bare continuance, with- 
out any of its further operations: They may dtinke 


water alone, but not wine mingled therewith , unlefic - 
they havea difpenfation that which ts pure wine they 


call wine of the Law ¢ this perhaps was one among o- 
ther reafons, why they were of old, miftaken to have 
worthipped Bacchus : whenthey kill any living crea~ 
ture, they firtt turnethe face of it Baft-ward,then fay- 
ing, be it fanctified:in the name of the great God King 
of Heaven, and Earth, they cutthe throat with a knife 
without any gap inthe edge; if that be not obferved 
chey will noreate of tlie meare,but hold it uttetly pro. 
phane ; nioft of the farthey caft away efpecially about 
the loyne and kidnyes; that ofeach Mutton, or Beefe 
they {carceeate halfes chefe wich many other reftricti- 
ons of Dyer, I urged as difficulties of vidtualing theit 
Armies, when the Meffias fhould come ; but they rea 
dily falved it with power of miracles, which fhall fave 
him alllabour,and care: he is expeCted of the Tribe of 
Indah, which was fecled in. Perruzall, where they beatt, 
and in. Spaine co have millions of their race, to whom 
they give compleat difpenfation , to counterfeit Cére- 
ftianitie, 
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|. fisnity, even to the degree of Priesthood, and that none 


are difcovered but fome hot {pirits, whofe zeale cannot 
temporize: This reverence to the Meflias makes them 
throughout the whole world, breed their children up 
in Pertagall {peech,and make it their domeftick tongue. 
The Lewes of Italy, Germany, and the Levant, excepting 
the Banditoes of Spaine, areof Benjamin ; the other ten 
Tribes in the deftruction of Zeroboams kingdome by 
Salmanaffer were ledde captives beyond Euphrates, 
whence they never returned: in which deftruction, per- 
haps worfe then this of their brethren, they had the 
happinefle never to perfecute Chrifi: Then I asked if 
they had there degenerate into the race, and Gentilifme 
of the Heathen, as our Chriftians have done in the Holy 
Landswhom now we know not from other Terkes,but 
by fome touch of language: They afhamed of fuch 
Apottacy, toldme, that thofe ten Tribes arenot found 
any where; but either {wallowed like Corans company, 
eras other Rabbines w rite,blowne away with a whirle- 
winde; foaptarelight wits to imagine God Iefleglo- 
sified in his owne glorious wayes of Nature, becaufe 
ordinary, then inthe puffes of their vaine devifed mi- 
racles ; wherein while they affect to feeme grave, and 
profound, they become fond, and thallow, not know- 
ing the wayes of that vertue which movethall things : 
Intheir Divine Service, they make one of the beft fort 
to reade a Chapter of Moy/es, then fome Boy, or Raf- 
kall reads a peece of the Prophets; inthe middle of the 
Sinagogue is.2'round place vaulted over, {upported by 
pillers; therein fometimes one of their Doors walkes 
up anddowne , and in Pertaghefe, exalts the Mefiias, 
comforts their captivitie, and rayles at Christ. 
Theyhave a Cupboord madeto reprefent the Ta- 
Q2 bernacle, 
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bernacle, wherein they lay up the Tables of the Law, 
which now and then they take forth andkifle: they 
fieg many tunes, but frequently that of Adosai, which 
is the ordinary name of Ged; for Jehovah they mention 
not but upon high occafions ; at Circumcifion, Boyes 
are fet to yall out Davids Pfalmes fo loud as dinnes the 
Infants cry : the Synagogue is hung round with Glaffe 
lamps burning: every mao at his entrance puts on a 
linnen Cope, firft kiffing it; but elfe they ufe no manner 
of reverence,or figne of devotion: Iknowing difcon- 
tent apt to difclofe fecrets, got ftraight acquaintance 
with one of them who had a great mind to turne Twrke; 
his chiefe {candall was , that he had often feene their 
Elders in the midf&t of Service fall together by the 
eares,and with holy Candlefticks, Incenfe-pans, and o- 
ther confecrate inftruments, breake one anothers patess 
They fuffer no women to enter the Synagogue, but ap- 
point them a Gallery without ; I did imputeit to lea- 
loufie ; but they told me it was becaufe women have 
not fo divine a fouleas men, and are of a lower créati- 
on,made only for the propagation, and pleafure of man: 
this doétrine humbles their wives below that fierce be~ 
haviour,whereto competition, and opinion of equality 
might embolden them: When they turne Turke,which 
is often, they muft firftacknowledge Chrift fo farre as 
the Tarkedoes , tharis, for a great Prophet, andno 
more: They feldome turne Chri/fians,becaufe of Imes 
ges , and Swines fle(b, whichthey hate worfe then the 
name of Chrift: they pretend (but malicioutly ) that 
thofe few who we {ee turne in Italy are not of them,but, 
poore Chri/fzans hired from other Cities , to perfonate 
that part: There is fcarce any {ec fo poore {pirited, 
but will fometimes pretend to a miracle ; fo did "| ; 
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for allthe voyage, they boafted of an apparition in 
forme of an old man,to this Gras Siguier, whom he ad- 
monifhed in favour of the Jewes and then vanifhed; but 
at Conftantinople , where the Scene of the Fable lay, I 
could hearenofuchthing : If they were all united, I 
beleeve there would {carcebe found any onerace of 
men more Numerous, yet that they can never ciment 
into atemporall Government of their owne, I reckon 
two caufes, befide the many difadvantages in their Re- 
ligion: Firft the Iewi/h complexion is fo prodigioutfly 
timide,as cannot be capable of Armes; for this reafon 
they are no where made Souldiers, nor flaves , andin 
acknowledging the valour of Davids Worthies,fo dif- 
ferent from the Moderne Hebrews appeares how much 
a long thraldome may cowe pofterity beneath the Spi- 
rits of their Aunceftors: The other impediment is 
their extreme corrupt loveto private interefle ; which 
is notorious in the continuall cheating, and malice a- 
mong themfelves ; fo as there would want that jutftice, 
and refpe@ to common benefit, without which no civil 
fociety can ftand: Thefe are the chiefe notes which I 
gathered in converfing with the Jewes; Now there re- 
maines a word,or two of the Zinganaes:: they are right 
fuch as our Gypfies: Iyeeld not to thofe, who hold 
thema peculiar curfed ftocke: floathand natftinefle 
fingle them out from other men; foas they arethe 
dregs of the people, rather then of feverall defcent : 
wallowing in the dirt, and Sunne makes them more 
fwarthy then others;they abound in all cities of Turky, 
but fteale not like ours, for feare of the cruel! fevert- 
tie, they tell fortunes as cheatingly as ours, and enjoy 
as little; their true ule is for fordid offices,as Broomen, 
Smithes,Coblers, Tinkers, and the like, whereby the 
Q::3 natural: 
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naturall Turke is refetved for more noble employ- 
meats: few of themarecircumceifed, none Chriftned : 
they weare their rags affectedly, but wander nor : their 
habitation is hovels, and poore houfes in the {uburbs : 
contempt fecures them, and with that, 1 leavethem: 
By this dilcourfe, it appeares, that the Turki/h Empire 
is in effect, divided.intwo parts; the Turkes, and other 
a Sects ; unto thefe are applyed the two paffions of man, 
iF love, and feare:.fo.as the Government is to keepe the 
ae one fort fo as they, fhall not defire mifchiefe ; and the 
ee other not able to.effect it: tothe Tarkes it is a fweet 
Monarchy, maintaining them to.command the reft; to 
the other Sects itis heavy , holding them diftraéted 
with faction betweene themfelves ; difarming, rifling, 
Ri taking their goods,and children from thems; and awing 
! them with as much.infolency , as may not quite make 
them runne away , Neverthelefle the Grau Signior hath 
not the inconvenience of Tyrants., which: is to fecure 
themlelves againit their People by Strangers, who.are 
chargeable, and perfidious;, for he without charge, is 
heldup by, Plantations of his owne. People, who in 
difcent, and interefle are linkt with him ; neither-hath 
he the uncertaintie of acivill, Prince , who much fub- 
fifts on fickle Popular loves. for he raignes: by force: 
and his Turkes area number able.to make-it good; 
wherefore he feemes as abfolute asa: Tyrant, as happy 
as 4 King; and more eftablifhe them cicher: yet hath 
he danger from both parts: love makes apt to grow 
infolent, therefore his. governing. multitudes ate that 

way. dangerous. | 
This hath thewed it felfe.in the cunaults of the Zani= 
zaries, even as deepe asthe bloud Royall: His dan- 
: ger from the enthralled Se&s,is not fo great’, they are 
t to 
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to fat Rupified, and difinited for rebéllion ; there is 
more doubt of sed agen: yetto prevent thar, 
whefi any province hath beéne overlayed, he reftores 

it witha gentle Governor, and flack exactions ;. and the 
Titmariets themfelves, that their Farmes may be well 
managed, hold up the Partners With much care: There 
afe two notable fisnes of this Empyrs frength one is 
that moft neighboutitig faces pay Tr/dste, or frequent 
prefents, w hich is but atother name of beset! The 
othér is that alchough itbe generally obférved that 


two, ot tht¢e fucceffions of weake Princes are enough 
to ruine any Mon patchy: this si wre hath now had 
five we ake Princes, without tate en of any one 
active, yetis it inno part den nt ali fhed: This prefent
